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STD director 
derided on 
Viagra stance

N ews that a San Francisco health 
official has asked the federal gov¬ 
ernment to classify Viagra as an 
illegal substance is being met with 
cackles by some and derision as mis¬ 
guided by others. Instead of focusing 
on gay men using erectile dysfunction 
drugs, other health officials say the 
real emphasis needs to be on address¬ 
ing how many sexual partners men 
have and combating crystal use. 

Dr. Jeffrey Klausner, director of 
San Francisco’s sexually transmitted 
diseases prevention section, filed a cit¬ 
izen petition on August 5 with the 
Food and Drug Administration ask¬ 
ing the agency to reclassify the erec¬ 
tile dysfunction drug as a controlled 
substance and require Pfizer, the 
maker of the drug, to warn users that 
“Viagra increases the risk for new 
STDs, including HIV infection” in its 
labeling. 

Not everyone agrees with KlSus- 
ner’s stance. Dr. John Stansell, the as¬ 
sociate chief and medical director of 
the Positive Health Program at San 
Francisco General Hospital, laughed 
out loud when asked if Viagra should 
be made illegal. 

“I think that is silly,” said Stansell, 
a professor of medicine at the Univer¬ 
sity of California at San Francisco. 
“The personal use-of Viagra itself 
does not lead to STDs or seroconver¬ 
sion nor is it associated with such a 
significant habituation or adverse ef-

acing increased competition and a dona- 
t tion drought, fundraisers are searching for 
I creative ways to support nonprofit orga- 
k nizations.

Spradlin, known for producing large 
dance party fundraisers, said such traditional 
venues are falling out of favor, making the tim- 
ing right for a new type of benefit. “The [big 
parties] are on a downward cycle - people are less 
willing to pay $50 for a produced dance event. Cutest of 
the Castro is different - it’s fresh and unique.” 

Spradlin’s event isn’t alone. In light of this summer’s 
search for “Mr. Gay.com,” the considerable draw of events 
such as International Mr. Leather and similar local competi¬ 
tions, and America’s manic appetite for reality TV, experts say 
the energy for pageant-patterned events is bubbling. 

Cutest of the Castro, which organizers hope to grow into 
an international Mr. Gay Universe competition, is promoted 
as an “evq’y-maa” contest. “[Contests like] the Imperial 
Court and IML are very successful niche market events 
representing drag and leather communities,” Spradlin said. 

“We wanted to create something that was more middle-of- 
the-road with universal appeal.” 

Hopeful cuties are competing in Castro-area bars through pre¬ 
liminary competitions sponsored by Moby Dick, the Pendulum, the 
Edge, Mix, Badlands, and Harvey’s. The preliminaries are open to all 
ages, body types, and genders. 

“I was very excited when we had a lesbian participate at the Moby Dick 
contest,” said Spradlin. “Cute is about being sassy, it’s an energy... when the 
contestants are having fun, the audience goes wild for that joie de vivre 
[joy of life].” 

The winners from the preliminaries will compete with six spon¬ 
sor-entered contestants onstage at the Castro Street Fair on 
Sunday, October 3.

Home at last 

Derek Silva tenants back after building renovation

W alter Cornell displayed his humorous 
side when showing his studio apart¬ 
ment to visitors from Catholic Chari¬ 
ties and Mercy Housing last week. But be¬ 
neath the laughter was the reality that after 
months of construction work, the building 
that houses the Derek Silva complex was al¬ 
most finished and most of the tenants had re¬ 
turned. 

“We knew it was going to be a lot of work,” 
Cornell said, “but we never realized how 
much work was done.” 

Cornell, 54, was one of the few tenants 
that decided to remain in his apartment dur¬ 
ing the renovation. Most of the 68 units are 
occupied, and Cornell said his fellow neigh¬ 
bors are happy to be back in their own 
homes. Many were relocated during the re¬ 
construction, which started in March 2003. 

Derek Silva is one of several Catholic 
Charities CYO (Catholic Youth Organizations 
- the two entities have merged) housing pro¬ 
grams for people living with HIV/AIDS. The 
tenants of Derek Silva are extremely private 


about this fact, so much so that when a 
Catholic Charities staff member mentioned 
HIV in the context of explaining the duties of 
other staff members to a reporter during an 
August 12 tour, a resident who had been in 
the lobby and heard the comment later took 
her aside to talk with her about it. Cornell re¬ 
quested his medical history not be discussed, 
and staff at Catholic Charities requested the 
address of the building not be published. 

The renovation project came about near¬ 
ly three years ago, when the building’s previ¬ 
ous landlord could no longer commit to 
housing the residents. Catholic Charities 
holds the master leases for the tenants and 
provides supportive services on site, although 
it is an independent living program. 

“This is the most independent supportive 
housing,” noted Glenn Mo tola, Psy.D., direc¬ 
tor of HIV services for Catholic Charities. 
“Support services are available on site, but are 
not mandatory.” 

Tenants pay about 30 percent of their in¬ 
come toward their care, but no one is turned 
away for lack of funds. Onsite staff provide 
counseling, referral, advocacy, and other di¬

CA becomes first 
state to oppose FMA

T he California Legislature 
gave final approval Tuesday, 
August 24 to a resolution 
that opposes any federal constitu¬ 
tional amendment restricting the 
rights of same-sex couples. The 
Assembly voted 43 to 26 in sup¬ 
port of the measure. 

Assembly Joint Resolution 85 
makes California the first state in 
the country to take an official 
stand against the Federal Marriage 
Amendment that would prohibit 
same-sex marriages. The amend¬ 
ment, supported by President 
Bush, recently failed in the U.S. 
Senate. 

AJR85 petitions Congress, de¬ 
claring the California Legislature’s 
respectful opposition to any 
amendment “designed to prohib¬ 
it or restrict the provision of rights 
and obligations under the law for 
same-sex couples and their fami¬ 
lies.” 

The resolution, by lead author 
Assemblyman Mark Leno (D-San 
Francisco) and 40 other co-au¬ 
thors, was endorsed by 50 labor, 
religious, and civil rights groups. 
Equality California sponsored the 
measure. 

“First and foremost this is a 
strong statement by California 
that our Constitution should 
speak to the great promise and 
hope of our democracy, not to its 
fear and ignorance,” said Leno.

“It has more than symbolic 
value because of the process by 
which we amend the Constitu¬ 
tion,” added Leno. 

Leno said that should the FMA 
pass in both houses of Congress 
and receive ratification in 37 
states, “We’d need 13 states to op¬ 
pose it. This says California is the 
first of those 13.” 

“California has always been the 
leader of social change,” Leno 
added. “That is its historic role.” 

The resolution, written with 
the assistance of the National 
Center for Lesbian Rights, goes on 
to affirm that “alleviating discrim¬ 
ination against these families fur¬ 
thers the state’s interest in sup¬ 
porting stable family relation¬ 


ships, promoting personal and fis¬ 
cal responsibility, and encourag¬ 
ing parents, rather than the state, 
to provide financial support for 
children.” 

As the official policy of Cali¬ 
fornia, the resolution contrasts 
with efforts nationwide and in 
Congress to amend state and fed¬ 
eral constitutions. 

Missouri voters recently ap¬ 
proved a state constitutional 
amendment banning same-sex 
marriage. As many as 10 more 
same-sex marriage initiatives will 
be on state ballots around the na¬ 
tion this November. 

The resolution does not need 
the approval of Governor Arnold 
Schwarzenegger, and copies will 
be sent to the president, members 
of Congress, and each states’ leg¬ 
islature. 

Also expecting final approval 
before week’s end is AJR60 by As¬ 
semblywoman Sally Lieber (D- 
Mountain View) urging Congress 
to pass the U.S. Permanent Partners 
Immigration Act, currently pend¬ 
ing, allowing American citizens and 
permanent residents to sponsor 
their same-sex partner to live in the 
U.S., just as spouses can under the 
principle of family unification. 

“These individuals are in 
monogamous, committed rela¬ 
tionships, demonstrating the 
same love and devotion for one 
another that opposite-sex couples 
do,” Lieber said. 

Also pending final approval is 
Assembly Bill 2208 requiring in¬ 
surance providers to treat regis¬ 
tered domestic partners and mar¬ 
ried spouses equally. Authored by 
Assemblywoman Christine Kehoe 
(D-San Diego) and sponsored by 
state Insurance Commissioner 
John Garamendi, it prohibits in¬ 
surance providers from issuing 
policies including health, life, 
auto, renters and homeowners 
insurance that discriminate 
against registered domestic part¬ 
ners. 

On August 23 the Assembly 
voted 51 to 23 in favor of SB 1234 
by state Senator Sheila Kuehl (D- 
Santa Monica). SB 1234, the 2004 
Omnibus Hate Crimes Act, will 
create a uniform definition of a 
hate crime, clarify the law, and 
provide tools designed to reduce 
such crimes. The bill now returns 
to the state Senate for a concur¬ 
rence vote on amendments that 
the Assembly adopted, and if 
passed goes to the governor for 
his signature. ▼

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SF Giants to host 
LGBT singles night

^IIP he San Francisco Giants are 
playing matchmaker to for¬ 
merly isolated single LGBT 
baseball fans. “LGBT Singles 
Night Out,” to be held Wednesday, 
September 1, was instigated by a 
gay Giants employee and his 
friend, and will be the first such 
event for a California ball club. 

“I think particularly, our 
players, who live here and have 
grown up in the culture of San 
Francisco, have a sensitivity and 
understanding for the gay com¬ 
munity,” Giants President Peter 
Magowan told the San Francisco 
Chronicle in September 2003. 
“We know the gay community 
comes out and supports us in 
our games.” 

Noting Magowan’s comment 
and watching scoreboard and 
TV broadcast promotional ads 


for heterosexual-targeted sin¬ 
gles nights, Jeff Ward, a part- 
time usher supervisor in guest 
services in the AAA Club Level 
at SBC Park, suggested market¬ 
ing directly to the LGBT com¬ 
munity in a letter to Magowan 
last March. 

A week later the franchise’s 
events department responded and 
sought more promotional input 
from Ward such as contacting the 
gay and lesbian softball league and 
listing on gay sports bulletin 
boards. 

“The idea of a LGBT singles 
night out was on the back burner 
until my letter brought the issue 
up on everyone’s radar, as an em¬ 
ployee recommending it,” said 
Ward, who works full time 
fundraising for Project Inform. 
“They were turning it around in 
their heads last fall.” 

In his letter Ward stressed the 
business sense of a gay marketing 


campaign, pointing to studies 
showing consumer loyalty for gay- 
supportive companies. 

“The Giants have a unique op¬ 
portunity to help dispel the no¬ 
tion that professional baseball 
would be a hostile work environ¬ 
ment for an openly gay player,” 
Ward’s letter read. 

“His letter was the impetus to 
get us going,” Giants special events 
manager Todd Lindenbaum said. 
“The future of these events de¬ 
pends on the success of this one,” 
he added. 

Lindenbaum nonetheless has 
depended solely oh what he calls 
“grassroots” promotional work. 

“We don’t really have an adver¬ 
tising budget,” he said. “That’s our 
challenge.” 

Ward’s friend Carl Stein sent 
his own e-mail in the summer of 
2003 to the Giants marketing de¬ 
partment, also receiving a positive 
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service knowledge

She also cited 
the recent allegations of racism 
in the Castro as another impor¬ 
tant issue for the commission to 
address. 

“There are challenges on the 
state level that need to be ad¬ 
dressed in a more immediate 
manner - our rights to get mar¬ 
ried and health benefits for trans¬ 
gender individuals,” she added. 

Joe Caruso, Newsom’s director 
of neighborhood services, said 
that Chung replaces former HRC 
Commissioner Theresa Sparks, 
who resigned earlier this year after 
being appointed to the Police 
Commission by the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors. 

“The mayor is happy to have 
her” as a member of HRC, Caruso 
added.

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|P|| ne thing about.Vice President Dick 
A Cheney: his timing is impeccable. On 
Tuesday, during a campaign stop in 
Davenport, Iowa, with wife Lynne and les¬ 
bian daughter Mary in tow, the vice presi¬ 
dent offered his most detailed views yet on 
gay marriage by saying that “freedom means 
freedom for everyone,” and that “people 
ought to be able to enter into any kind of re¬ 
lationship they want to.” 

At first glance, those words sound sup¬ 
portive, and we’re sure he meant it when he 
said, “Lynne and I have a gay daughter, so 
it’s an issue our family is very familiar with.” 
The fact is, however, that the vice president 
hasn’t changed his position on the subject 
and, more importantly, President Bush has¬ 
n’t changed his stance on backing a consti¬ 
tutional amendment that would ban same- 
sex marriage. Cheney’s comments, just days 
before the start of the Republican National 
Convention, are part of the party’s efforts to 
project a moderate image to middle Amer¬ 
ica and undecided voters. 

Don’t fall for it. 

Not a lot happens in the Bush-Cheney 
campaign by accident, as Wall Street Journal 
correspondent John Harwood pointed out 
on CNN Tuesday night. Suddenly, while the 
GOP platform is being hammered out this 
week, before the Republicans gather in New 
York City next week, the vice president is 
softening the administration’s position on 
gay marriage. Cheney acknowledged that 
Bush sets the policy in the administration, 
but said that his own preference is to main¬ 
tain the status quo that leaves laws relating 
to marriage to the states. 

That’s nothing new, and mirrors Ch¬ 
eney’s comments made during the 2000 vice 
presidential debate, when he actually 
sounded better on the issue than Senator 
Joseph Lieberman, then the Democratic 
vice presidential nominee. At that time, Ch¬ 
eney said that “different states are likely to 
come to different conclusions, and that’s ap¬ 
propriate.” He reiterated that position in 
January 2004. In February, of course, Bush 
publicly backed the constitutional amend¬ 
ment banning gay marriage and in early 


March Cheney said he supported the presi¬ 
dent’s position. 

If Cheney really intended to support 
same-sex relationships, he should have 
backed away from supporting the 
president in March, when it would 
have meant something. Since 
then, of course, numerous states • 
have placed measures on ballots 
calling for state constitutional 
amendments banning gay marriage 
- many if not all of which will pass this 
fall. Missouri already passed such an 
amendment. Had Cheney 
made his “freedom means 
freedom for everyone” com¬ 
ments then, it might have 
opened a real dialogue among conservatives 
and would have demonstrated Cheney’s real 
independence from the administration on 
the issue. 

Cheney’s latest comments throw a bone 
to the Log Cabin Republicans, the gay 
group that is fighting for a so-called unity 


plank in the party platform that states, 
“...Republicans of good faith may not 
agree with all of the planks in the party’s 
platform ...” particularly regarding abor¬ 
tion, family planning, and gay issues. 
There’s little chance that the plank will 
pass, as it was reported Wednesday 
that those working on the platform 
have included draft language strong¬ 
ly supportive of the constitutional 
amendment and calling heterosexual 
marriage “the most fundamental in- 
x stitution of civilization.” 

One of the criticisms of 
this administration has always 
been that the vice president is 
really running the show. The 
other subtle message Cheney delivered 
with his comments is this: Bush is an inde¬ 
pendent decision maker because in this 
case it looks like he isn’t doing everything 
Cheney says. By speaking supportively of 
gay relationships, Cheney has proven that 
in one area, he’s playing second fiddle. T 
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An open letter to McGreevey

1 hope these words can be a source of 
v strength for you in the days ahead. Al¬ 
ii though I live in San Francisco and work 
as a psychotherapist and writer, you and I 
have more in common than the fact that we 
are both gay men. 

We were born not far from one another 
in New Jersey. Before you were governor, 
you were the mayor of my home township. 
Like you, I was raised Irish Catholic and was 
an altar boy. Also, I knew I was different 
and, although I wasn’t sure quite how or 
why, I knew that this “differentness” must be 
very bad and very wrong. I was called “fag¬ 
got” before I even knew what the word 
meant, and was beaten up so often that my 
parents actually signed me up for karate 
classes. 

At 13 I was molested sexually, which 
shoved me further into a closet I was not yet 
aware I was locked in. Later that year, my 
chemistry teacher called me a faggot in front 
of our entire class. I didn’t tell anyone. I hid. 
I was afraid. I felt imprisoned and crippled. 

You came out last week. I never got that 
chance. I guess I was outed by that chem¬ 
istry teacher. I was outed by my college 
friends the very day after I first had sex with 
a man. I was outed by my family at age 22 
when they found a picture of my first 
boyfriend and I kissing; a picture that I kept 
securely hidden, face-down, in the pencil 
case of my day-planner. 

I felt robbed of my coming out experi¬ 
ence because it was either forced upon me 
or taken from me. I guess that’s why I am so 
open about being a proud gay man today. 
Some people say I flaunt it. I say fuck ’em. It 
feels powerful to finally claim the right to 
say and be who I am. 

You did the same thing two weeks ago, 


and I thank you for your dignified public 
announcement. Rather than succumb to the 
pressures of blackmail, you chose instead to 
be honest. I know for a fact that your ad¬ 
ministration could have handled the cir¬ 
cumstances facing you quietly, efficiently, 
and effectively. You could have entirely 
avoided disclosure and continued your life 
and career without interruption. Instead, 
you chose to come out. I have tremendous 
respect for that choice. I only wish you 
chose to remain governor. But that is 
not my choice to make. I do hope 
you will remain in office, despite 
pressure, until the date of your 
scheduled step down. 

Thank you for not attaching 
shame to your sexual orientation. 

You did attach feelings of shame to 
your hiding and lying, but 
not to your orientation. 

This is an important dis¬ 
tinction and I thank you 
for making it clear. 

You also expressed shame and regret for 
betraying your marital union, and this has 
been a source of some criticism. The Amer¬ 
ican public has no way of knowing what 
kind of a relationship you and Dina have, 
nor should they; though I find it difficult to 
believe that you and she didn’t have some 
kind of understanding or arrangement. I do 
know that to admit to a negotiated open 
marriage is nearly impossible for any politi¬ 
cian. Even President Clinton, during the 
Lewinsky scandal, couldn’t say it, although it 
was probably true. That said, it is no one’s 
business what type of marriage you and 
Dina have. I am heartened that she is a sup¬ 
port to you, especially now, and wish her 
well as I do you. 

I understand the church is praying for 
you. Don’t take too much solace in that. The 
Catholic Church’s position on homosexual¬ 


ity is, at best, “love the sinner, hate the sin.” 
The operative word being hate. Your God 
made you in His image, or that’s what your 
religion teaches. Logic follows that he loves 
you as you are. Your church is not synony¬ 
mous with God. Remember this church that 
is now praying for you, is the same church 
that condemned you when you and your 
first wife divorced. Mixed messages anyone? 

You are subject to a great deal of criti¬ 
cism right now. Will reactionary conserva¬ 
tive religious forces use your actions to 
smear the gay community? Probably, but 
that is not your fault. Some members of the 
gay community are criticizing you 
as well, arguing that you were 
“forced” to come out and are 
somehow casting a pall over 
gays everywhere. Whatever. Be¬ 
tween you and me, I think 
these people may have 
forgotten exactly how 
hard it is to come out and 
how many excruciating years of pain, denial, 
self-hatred, and darkness precede it. 

I am glad that you have found your 
truth. I had to leave New Jersey to find, and 
embrace, my truth as a proud, unapologetic, 
gay, American man. I hope that your actions 
help to pave the way for a more embracing 
and accepting world. Perhaps gay men and 
women in the future will not have to leave 
New Jersey, or wherever their homes may 
be, to live their lives in truth, dignity, and in¬ 
tegrity. 

I wish you well, Governor, and I hope 
that your political career is far from over. 

And before I forget, may I say, with pride, 
“Welcome, Jim.” T

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A declaration, not an admission

As a gay Latino activist and a resident of the Mis¬ 
sion District for over 40 years, I would like to provide 
Mr. Hernandez with some history and facts regarding 
our neighborhood. Mr. Hernandez mentions that 
Tom has helped the 24th Street Merchants Associa¬ 
tion by securing permanent police officers to the 
lower 24th Street area. There is no 24th Street Mer¬ 
chants Association. This has been made up. Our as¬ 
sociation has been trying to secure beat officers in our 
area for the last six years. 

On February 5, 2002 our association sponsored a 
forum around quality of life issues and drugs and vi¬ 
olence, held at the Brava Theater. During the public’s 
request to have beat officers on 24th Street, Mr. Am¬ 
miano stated, “I am no big fan of the police.” 

In May 2003, out of frustration and fear with the 
continued violence, and no permanent beat officers, 
we circulated a petition in the neighborhood and col¬ 
lected over 350 signatures.

McGreevey causes grief

H I ew Jersey Governor Jim 

Mp McGreevey’s self-outing 

1 H may ease the emotional 
burden of living in the closet, 
which he has endured for years. 
But in the current climate of anti¬ 
gay baiting, McGreevey’s “person¬ 
al” revelation politically impacts a 
community he has never been - 
and may never be - part of. 

McGreevey was annoyingly 
vague about why he was resigning, 
although the reasons will un¬ 
doubtedly be revealed soon; spec¬ 
ulation runs high that he is step¬ 
ping down because an imbroglio 
much bigger than a sex scandal 
will be unfolding. In a way, it’s a 
bizarre kind of progress when 
being gay is viewed as the good 
news preceding some unspecified 
bad news to come. 

Unfortunately for gay people 
though, McGreevey chose to lump 
his departure from office together 
with a tortured assertion of being 
“a gay American.” And worse, he 
used the word “shamefully” to 
describe his affair with a man, 
although my guess is that it’s 
the extramarital nature of it 
that he is ashamed of. 

Given McGreevey’s choice 
of timing and words, 
straight and gay peo¬ 
ple alike were justifi¬ 
ably confused about 

why he was re- _ 

signing. After 
all, New Jersey 
is not Missis¬ 
sippi. Indeed, Jersey commuters in¬ 
terviewed on their way home from 
work in Manhattan made remarks 
to New York Newsday like, “He re¬ 
signed because he is gay, but why?” 
and “There’s a lot of people in pol¬ 
itics who are homosexuals, so what 
the heck.” The National Stonewall 
Democrats’ one-sentence state¬ 
ment also seemed to assume Mc¬ 
Greevey had resigned out of deep 
shame: the group’s executive direc¬ 
tor wrote that he looked forward to 
a time when being gay “is simply 
an honest component of daily life 
and no longer a consideration in 
public service.” 

As a consequence of Mc¬ 
Greevey’s obfuscation, the main¬ 
stream press has been rife with 
misleading headlines like “N.J. 
Governor Resigns Over Homo¬ 
sexual Affair” and “Gay Affair 
Ends Career.” It’s no wonder that

most gay leaders have 
chosen to steer a broad 
course around the 
controversy, being 
careful not to embrace 
the governor and only 
issuing brief, cautious 
statements of concern. 

The National Gay and 
Lesbian Task Force 
said, for example, that 
“our hearts go out” to 
him, while the Human 
Rights Campaign 
hoped that he and his 
family “will come to a 
place of understand¬ 
ing.” 

Other gay groups 
have been forced to try to clean up 
the mess McGreevey’s “personal” 
statement makes for our move¬ 
ment. The National Lesbian and 
Gay Journalists Association hur¬ 
riedly issued an advisory to the 
mainstream media requesting 
“caution in framing the reasons 
for McGreevey’s resignation,” as it 
is “an oversimplification to say 
McGreevey resigned solely be¬ 
cause he is gay.” 

The Gay and Lesbian 
Victory Fund, whose mis¬ 
sion is to help elect openly 
gay people to public office, 
also undertook damage con¬ 
trol. The Victory Fund be¬ 
moaned the governor’s 
lack of honesty with his 
family and issued a re- 

_ minder that 

“over 275 
openly gay 
and lesbian 
officials serve in public office 
across the United States, from city 
councils, to county commissions, 
to state senates, to the U.S. House 
of Representatives. The vast ma¬ 
jority ... ran for office and serve 
openly with little criticism or 
extra attention from the public.” 

Right now I feel more sympa¬ 
thy for the Victory Fund and all 
the wonderful lesbian and gay 
candidates it supports than for 
New Jersey’s misguided governor. 
In the minds of many Americans 
with limited knowledge of gay 
people, McGreevey will now be 
conflated with “Gay Politician,” 
the kind of guy who hides his 
“shameful” secret, gets the under¬ 
qualified object of his desire a lu¬ 
crative, taxpayer-funded job, and 
then is forced out of office by 
threat of exposure, causing his 
family great emotional pain.

/j-pzpr 
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(Never mind how many politi¬ 
cians are guilty of a heterosexual 
version of the same thing.) At the 
same time, hundreds of lesbians 
and gay men are McGreevey’s 
polar opposites: they’ve chosen to 
be honest and out as they pursue 
public office, forthrightly making 
their way up the political ladder 
one rung at a time. 

Consider, for example, a very 
different “gay politician.” Repre¬ 
sentative Tammy Baldwin (D- 
Wisconsin) didn’t catapult into 
the U.S. Congress. She started her 
political career on the Madison 
City Council, then went on to the 
county Board of Supervisors and 
the Wisconsin state Assembly be¬ 
fore making a run for Congress as 
an out lesbian. There are many 
similar stories of gay politicos who 
chose a slower path to higher of¬ 
fice, taking small, incremental 
steps that many heterosexual 
politicians don’t have to because 
they aren’t contending with soci¬ 
ety’s homophobia, George W. 
Bush, for example, went from un¬ 
successful businessman to gover¬ 
nor of Texas to president in the 
blink of an eye. 

I am confident that eventually 
one of the Tammy Baldwins of 
our community will make it all 
the way to the governor’s mansion 
of some state. And that election - 
unlike the strange coming out of 
Jim McGreevey - will be a tri¬ 
umph for the gay community. ▼

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Part-time California 
Legislature a bad idea

nti-tax advocate Ted 
Costa, the Republican-fi¬ 
nanced activist who suc¬ 
cessfully led the charge to recall 
Governor Gray Davis last year, 
has begun collecting signatures 
for an initiative to create a part- 
time Legislature in California. 
This is the worst of a lot of truly 
bad ideas being bandied about re¬ 
garding the oftentimes lethargic 
state Legislature. 

Though Costa has plenty of 
time to collect 600,000 valid sig¬ 
natures in order to qualify for the 
next election, in March 2006, and 
while Governor Arnold 
Schwarzenegger said 
back in April that he 
wanted to pare back the 
Legislature to part-time 
status, the governor ap¬ 
pears to backing away 
from the idea. He told 
The Tonight Show’s 
Jay Leno re¬ 
cently that “it 
was just some¬ 
thing that I 
mentioned; just an idea,” adding 
that he might still have something 
more to say about the idea “at a 
later date.” 

While trimming back the leg¬ 
islative branch - that now has De¬ 
mocratic majorities in both hous¬ 
es - would surely shift more 
power to the executive branch, 
most feel that in order for Costa’s 
effort to become successful he will 
need a backer with a lot of money 
to get the necessary valid signa¬ 
tures, and unless Schwarzenegger 
gets behind the idea, such a finan¬ 
cial backer would probably not 
come forward. 

Though an argument can cer¬ 
tainly be made that lawmakers in 
Sacramento regularly embarrass 
themselves by continuing not to 
pass a budget on time, among 
other things, a part-time Legisla¬ 
ture to govern the sixth-largest 
economy in the world wouldn’t 
solve the problem. And while 
most California voters don’t like 
the current Legislature, a recent 
Field Poll said they oppose a part- 
time Legislature by a margin of 52 
percent to 33 percent. 

San Francisco has two good 
Assembly members: Leland Yee, 
a Democrat from the 12th Dis¬ 
trict, and Mark Leno, a Democ¬ 
rat from the city’s 13th District. 
The city is also currently very well 
represented by two state senators, 
Democrats John Burton and 
Jackie Speier, both of whom 
will soon be termed out of office. 
Burton, in the city’s District 3, 
likely will be replaced later this 
year by Carole Migden, a veteran 
officeholder. 

Forget about returning Cali¬ 
fornia to a part-time Legislature; 
it clearly is a very bad idea. One 
thing that should be changed, 
however, is term limits - they 
should be done away with, or at 
minimum, lengthened. The six 
years (three two-year terms) for 
Assembly members and the eight 
years (two four-year terms) for 
state senators produces too many 
rookie lawmakers and forces those 
already in office to spend too 
much time jockeying for the next 
available office, and too little time 
thinking about doing their jobs, 
taking care of the state’s future. 

Some would have you think 
that a so-called open primary - 


one that appears on this Novem¬ 
ber’s ballot as Proposition 62 - is 
somehow the answer. Proposition 
62 is a terrible idea, opposed by 
both the Democratic and Repub¬ 
lican parties, and deserves to be 
decisively voted down on Novem¬ 
ber 2. 

Not happy with your Assembly 
member or state senator? Then 
vote to change him or her, but 
don’t buy into political gadfly 
Costa’s ill-conceived scheme to go 
back to a part-time Legislature - 
it would cause more problems 
than it could possibly solve, and 
this large state would suffer be¬ 
yond comprehension.

Plan C, a moderate 
San Francisco civic 
group, recently an¬ 
nounced its endorse¬ 
ments for the up¬ 
coming election. The 
group’s 500-strong 
membership has voted 
to endorse the 
following su¬ 
pervisorial 
candidates: 
District 1: Lillian Sing; District 2: 
Michela Alioto-Pier; District 3: 
No endorsement; District 5: An¬ 
drew Sullivan; District 7: Sean 
Elsbernd; District 9: Miguel 
Bustos; District 11: a co-endbrse- 
ment of Rebecca Silverberg and 
Myrna Lim. 

State Senator Don Perata (D- 
Oakland) will be the next leader of 
that body, following a secret vote 
by senators Tuesday, August 24. 
Perata beat out fellow Senators 
Martha Escutia (D-Whittier) 
and Sheila Kuehl (D-Santa 
Monica), who would have been 
the first out lesbian to lead the leg¬ 
islative body. Perata’s selection 
keeps one of the legislative leader¬ 
ship posts in Northern California. 

Democrats now expect to do 
very well, perhaps even winning 
back control of the U.S. Senate on 
November 2. Former Clinton aide 
Erskine Bowles is expected to re¬ 
tain John Edwards’s seat in 
North Carolina; Barack Obama 
is highly favored to win a GOP- 
held Illinois seat; Tony Knowles, 
a former Democratic governor, is 
expected to take the seat in Alaska . 
that GOP Governor Frank 
Murkowski appointed his daugh¬ 
ter to, a move that angered even 
Alaska’s Republicans. The House 
of Representative is clearly a dif¬ 
ferent matter for Democrats, but 
the Senate will very likely be won 
by John Kerry’s party; there are 
currently 48 Democratic senators; 
I’d bet the next Congress will have 
51 Democrats, plus one indepen¬ 
dent, Jim Jeffords, who votes 
with the Democratic Party for 
Senate alignment purposes. 

November California proposi¬ 
tions: Proposition 68, a measure 
that would expand casino gam¬ 
bling in the state and require all of 
the state’s casino tribes to share 25 
percent of their net revenues and 
meet other regulations, is being 
opposed by a group of California 
Indian tribes that already operate 
numerous casinos who, naturally, 
fear the loss of their voter-ap¬ 
proved slot machine monopoly. 
California voters should vote yes 
and pass Proposition 68 on No¬ 
vember 2; those who wish to gam¬ 
ble are going to do so one way or 
another even if it means traveling 
a few extra miles to certain exist¬ 
ing casinos, or even across the

Nevada border, and besides, this 
state badly needs the revenue. An¬ 
other controversial measure on 
the November ballot is Proposi¬ 
tion 66; it is a reasonable modifi¬ 
cation of the so-called three 
strikes law and would change the 
law so that only violent felony 
convictions could trigger the max¬ 
imum sentence of 25 years to life 
prison sentence. 

California Secretary of State 
Kevin Shelley, a man whom I’ve 
known for years and believe is 
truly an honest guy, is quoted in 
the Los Angeles Times as being 
“angry” and claiming he was 
caught off guard by his longtime 
political ally’s (Julie Lee) alleged 
illegal donations to his campaign. 
“Angry” I don’t understand Kevin, 
“worried” I might. Can you spell 
Quackenbush? 

And to the three phone calls I 
received on the question last week, 
yes, the B.A.R.’s publisher and 
news editor assure me this paper 
will be soon making our endorse¬ 
ments in the supervisorial races 
known soon. 

While the protests at the recent 
Democratic National Convention 
in Boston were for the most part 
pretty non-existent, and the arrest 
tally very small, the mix of anti¬ 
war, anticorporate, and antigov- 
ernment-as-usual groups that did 
wage protests in Boston left that 
city with a promise not to be over¬ 
looked: Wait until New York. “We 
never expected or advertised mas¬ 
sive turnouts in Boston,” Leslie 
Cagan, national coordinator for 
United for Peace and Justice, a 
coalition of antiwar groups, told 
USA Today. However, Cagan said 
the Republican convention, start¬ 
ing this Monday, is a bigger target 
for those opposed to the war in 
Iraq and other Bush administra¬ 
tion policies. Cagan said her 
group has received a permit for a 
demonstration anticipating 
250,000 people, saying “there is a 
tremendous amount of energy for 
the protests at the Republican 
convention.” Authorities in New 
York City are hoping for the best 
but bracing for the worst, particu¬ 
larly from those protesting the 
war in Iraq. Recent history gives 
NYC authorities the impetus; an¬ 
tiwar rallies have drawn tens of 
thousands of people around the 
country over the past year, and the 
spokesperson for the United for 
Peace and Justice group said “the 
Republicans are the party in 
power, and New York is the largest 
population center in the country, 
so that is where our priority is.” 
The GOP confab opens .Monday, 
August 30 and concludes on 
Thursday, September 2 and will be 
held at famed Madison Square 
Gardens, where George W. Bush 
will be again nominated, and bar¬ 
ring any last-minute Republican 
“surprise,” Richard Cheney will 
be nominated again for vice pres¬ 
ident. 

Speaking of Republicans, the

nor Arnold Schwarzenegger (while 
speaking at a recent GOP 
fundraising that pulled in $3 mil¬ 
lion).

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rect services. 

Shortly after the landlord issue 
arose, Mercy Housing stepped for¬ 
ward and purchased the building 
for $7 million, $2.3 million of 
which came from the San Francis¬ 
co Redevelopment Commission, 
and $5 million through a bridge 
loan from Bank of America. In 
early 2002, Mercy and Catholic 
Charities assembled a develop¬ 
ment team that included the ar¬ 
chitect, construction manager, 
general contractor, and relocation 
specialist. Mercy obtained $7.2 
million in renovation funds, plus 
another $1 million to relocate 
most of the tenants. 

Then the work got started. 

“It was a difficult process,” said 
Rosalba Navarro, housing devel¬ 
oper for Mercy. She spoke of relo¬ 
cating tenants and construction 
delays as two of the biggest chal¬ 
lenges. But it was worth it, she ex¬ 
plained, because affordable hous¬ 
ing was preserved in the city, and 
seven new units were added after 
activity rooms that had been on 
the upper floors were relocated to 
the basement of the building. 
Much of the construction in¬ 
volved seismic upgrades, plumb¬ 
ing, and electrical work. Because 
the building is a designated land¬ 
mark, the design team was limit¬ 
ed in what physical alterations 
could be done. 

The main change is that the 
lobby was reconfigured and 
moved, allowing for additional re¬ 
tail space on the ground level. The 
basement was also significantly 
renovated to include an art room, 
computer room, darkroom, and a 
spacious multipurpose room. A 
new laundry room was also 
added. 

During a meeting with the 
team last week, architect Jeffrey 
Wong, with K2A Architecture and 
Interiors, pulled out a model of 
the new lobby. He said that the 
model was used in meetings with 
tenants to show them exactly what 
the new lobby would look like. 

Relocating the tenants was 
done with the help of a specialist, 
and they were moved in small 
groups as work progressed. Archi¬ 
tect Michio Yamaguchi, with Ar¬ 
chitecture Construction Manage¬ 
ment, said the goal was not to have 
to move tenants more than twice - 
once to their temporary housing, 
and then back to Derek Silva. 

“Everybody looked first to the 
needs of the residents,” Navarro 
added. 

Paul Hinz, with Swinerton 
Builders, served as the project 
manager. He said one of the chal¬ 
lenges was having the work pro¬ 
ceed with some tenants in the 
building. 

“Everybody dealt with it well,” 
Hinz noted. 

Added Kevin Fauteux, Ph.D., 
Catholic Charities’ clinical coordi¬ 
nator, “There were constant chal-

lenges. One challenge was provid¬ 
ing uninterrupted services to 
clients spread throughout the city, 
and the case managers did very 
well.” 

And Hinz said that workers 
were given training on how to in¬ 
teract with the tenants. 

“We got educated. We brought 
in specialists,” Hinz said, adding 
that he did not want workers 
hearing the terms “HIV” or 
“AIDS” and panicking. The work¬ 
ers were told how HIV is con¬ 
tracted, he said, in order to get 
them to a more comfortable level. 

“I was pleasantly surprised 
how well the workers and resi¬ 
dents got along together,” Navar¬ 
ro said, though she added it was 
not a lovefest. 

Hinz credited supervisor Bill 
Green and labor foreman Eduar¬ 
do Cisneros with helping work 
with the tenants and construction 
workers on the educational com¬ 
ponent that was necessary. 

Separate from church 

As its name implies, Catholic 
Charities CYO is affiliated with 
the Catholic Church, but Execu¬ 
tive Director Brian Cahill told the^ 
B.A.R. that the nonprofit social 
service agency does not impose 
religious views on staff, residents 
or clients in its programs. It abides 
by local non-discrimination poli¬ 
cies, including sexual orientation. 

“We’re the social services arm 
of the church and the archbishop 
is chair of the board. We have a 
layperson as board president.” He 
added that the board includes 
four openly gay people. The staff 
is also very diverse. 

Cahill explained that people 
don’t have to be Catholic to work 
or be served by the agency. 

People who make financial do¬ 
nations to Catholic Charities can 
be assured their money goes to the 
social service agency and not the 
archdiocese, Cahill said, adding he 
was familiar with the issues sur¬ 
rounding the church and the 
LGBT community. He is the father 
of a gay son. 

Once a year, Catholic Charities 


does a parish appeal, to solicit 
funds directly from churchgoers, 
but other than that, it receives lit¬ 
tle in direct monetary support 
from the church. 

Settled in 

Sitting in his apartment, Cor¬ 
nell said the tenants all know one 
another, as most have lived in the 
building for years. He is some¬ 
times used as a sounding board 
for their complaints. 

“They come talking to grand¬ 
pa - or grandma,” he joked. 

Cornell has lived in the build¬ 
ing for six years, and said the new 
basement area “looks great.” 

The tenants haven’t really had 
time to meet as a group, he said in 
a telephone interview Monday, 
but mostly it seems to be because 
everyone is getting settled. 

Cornell previously split his 
time between the Bay Area and 
Southern California before mov¬ 
ing here in 1992. He used to work 
in the music industry and did 
some script work in Hollywood. 
His humor has helped him get 
through the months of construc¬ 
tion. 

“I know some of them [the 
tenants] were quite upset and it 
was extremely rough,” he said. 

Asked if the construction 
workers were sensitive to the ten¬ 
ants who had stayed during the 
project, Cornell said, “For myself 
personally, the construction work¬ 
ers were wonderful to me.” 

Cornell speculated that had all 
the tenants moved out, work 
might have been finished sooner. 

“I don’t think the construction 
people were prepared to do work 
with people in the building - it 
put a cramp in their style,” he said. 
“If it were emptied, it probably 
would have been done sooner, but 
I do believe they did a wonderful 
job.” 

If he had to do it again, Cornell 
said he would have probably been 
willing to be temporarily relocat¬ 
ed off site. 

“I think my humor saved me,” 
he laughed. ▼

> eph and Deni Paul did not 
know what to think shortly 
after going to bed last week 
in their El Cerrito home. It was 
around 12:30 a.m. on Tuesday, 
August 17. They heard a loud 
noise, possibly the sound of 
breaking glass. After a cursory 
look around the house turned up 
nothing, the couple went back to 
bed. 

When they woke up, they dis¬ 
covered what they didn’t notice 
earlier: a brick in their living room 
and glass scattered everywhere. 
The brick was similar to the one 
left on the couple’s lawn shortly 
after they got married in San 
Francisco in March. That brick 
had a note attached that read: 
“Fuck you faggots.” 

But for the couple, the neigh¬ 
borhood reaction in the days fol¬ 
lowing the latest incident more 
than drowned out the message 
implicit in the crime. 

Word spread through the 
close-knit East Bay neighborhood 
of the attack. The couple told the 
Bay Area Reporter they were over¬ 
whelmed by the support they re¬ 
ceived. Last Sunday, August 22, 
more than 100 neighbors and 
supporters met outside the cou¬ 
ple’s home for a gathering of soli¬ 
darity that included speakers and 
a spiritual service led by local cler¬ 
gy. One neighbor brought a sign 
festooned with a rainbow that

read: “We’re not going anywhere.” 
The couple put it on the broken 
window that is temporarily being 
covered with Plexiglas. 

“It’s amazing how healing it’s 
been on so many levels,” Deni Paul 
told the B.A.R. in an interview on 
Monday, August 23. 

Through detective work and 
help from neighbors, the couple 
would learn that the bricks were 
stolen from a neighbor’s front 
lawn. El Cerrito Police Sergeant 
Shawn Maples told the B.A.R. that 
investigators have no suspects and 
that no similar incidents have 
been reported.

Military court 
upholds sodomy 
regulations

M| a here are at least some cir- 

, cumstances under which Ar- 
1 tide 125, the military’s 
sodomy regulations, remains 
valid, ruled the nation’s highest 
military court. The decision in the 
case known as United States v. 
Marcum was released Tuesday, Au¬ 
gust 24. 

It was the first time the United 
States Court of Appeals for the 
Armed Forces has considered the 
issue in light of the June 2003 U.S. 
Supreme Court’s ruling in 
Lawrence v. Texas that threw out 
all remaining state sodomy laws. It 
largely ducked the question of ap¬ 
plying the Lawrence decision to 
this case and instead ruled on less 
sweeping grounds. 

The case involved Technical 
Sergeant Eric P. Marcum, who was 
found guilty of having consensual 
sex with airmen under his com¬ 
mand at Offutt Air Force Base in 
Nebraska. He was acquitted of 
more serious charges of having 
forced sodomy. All of this oc¬ 
curred prior to the Lawrence deci¬ 
sion. 

On appeal, the government ar¬ 
gued that Lawrence did not apply 
“in the military environment due 
to the distinct and separate char¬ 
acter of military life from civilian 


died the case. 

The couple moved from San 
Francisco to their present home in 
El Cerrito a little over a year ago.

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life as recognized by the Supreme 
Court.” Furthermore, because 
Lawrence did not explicitly state 
that homosexual sodomy is a fun¬ 
damental right, the court should 
use a lesser standard, a “rational 
basis” standard, in considering the 
constitutionality of Article 125. 

A legal brief filed by the Amer¬ 
ican Civil Liberties Union, Ser- 
vicemembers Legal Defense Net¬ 
work, and Lambda Legal Defense 
and Education Fund argued that 
Article 125 is unconstitutional be¬ 
cause it is not narrowly tailored to 
achieve a compelling government 
interest. 

The decision threaded a mid¬ 
dle ground, largely ducking the 
major constitutional question 
when it declared, “This framework 
argues for contextual, as applied 
analysis, rather than facial review. 
...The question this court must ask 
is whether Article 125 is constitu¬ 
tional as applied to Appellant’s 
conduct.” 

It reaffirmed Marcum’s guilt 
because his actions occurred in a 
situation “where consent might 
not easily be refused.” The court 
set up a situation where differ¬ 
ences in rank are parallel to the 
legal status of statutory rape, 
where a minor cannot legally give 
consent to sexual activity.

District 5 candidates 
garner labor backing

T he Service Employees Inter¬ 
national Union has side¬ 
stepped the task of naming 
its top pick in the District 5 su¬ 
pervisorial race by endorsing 
three candidates: Robert Haaland, 
Bill Barnes, and Ross Mirkarimi, 
ranked in no particular order, it 
emphasized. 

“All three candidates are high¬ 
ly qualified,” said Beth Trimarco, 
communications coordinator for 
Local 1877 of the janitors’ union. 
“Local 1877 feels comfortable 
with any one of these candidates. 
SEIU’s triple endorsement reflects 
that sentiment. They are all pro¬ 
labor and support the rights of 
janitors.” 

San Francisco’s instant runoff 
voting system (or ranked choice 
voting), which allows voters to 
rank their top three choices of 
candidates in local races, accom¬ 
modates the three-way endorse¬ 
ment by SEIU, which in recent 
elections has mobilized its many 
members to campaign, canvas, 
and table for favored candidates. 

An SEIU joint council made its 
decision on August 14 following a 
panel discussion by several candi¬ 
dates for the seat being vacated by 
Board of Supervisors President 
Matt Gonzalez. The candidates - 
a rainbow of ethnic and gender 
diversity with transman Haaland, 
openly gay HIV-positive Barnes, 
Iranian American Mirkarimi, and 
African American former Plan¬ 
ning Commissioner Lisa Feldstein 
- answered questions at the event 
sponsored by several locals: 250- 
the healthcare workers, 790-city 
workers, 535 human services, 
1877, and others. About 120 rank 
and file members attended the 
meeting, according to Barnes, a 
former aide to Supervisor Chris 
Daly and the city’s first black 
AIDS czar. 

However, questions remain as 
to whether individual locals may 
set their own priorities in ranking 
the joint council’s three endorse¬ 
ments in communications with 
their members and with the pub¬ 
lic, or make a sole endorsement.

According to openly gay Local 
250 President Sal Rosselli, SEIU 
rules forbid a particular local from 
endorsing just one candidate for 
District 5 in this election. 

“SEIU has a process where we 
all come to the same conclusion,” 
said Rosselli of the 20,000-mem¬ 
ber Local 250. “We have an extra¬ 
ordinary situation. In every other 
race we endorsed one candidate. 
But here, all unions endorsed all 
three. 

“In communicating to mem¬ 
bers, the order we put them in can 
vary. Different locals have differ¬ 
ent favorites,” Rosselli added. 

However, Local 790, the largest 
union covering the city’s public 
service workers in healthcare, 
schools, government offices, li¬ 
braries, museums, BART, Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works and courts, 
has singled out only one candi¬ 
date. 

“Our members decided to do a 
sole endorsement of Robert Haa¬ 
land,” said Local 790 executive 
board member Ed Kinchley. 

“His experience and history on 
a breadth of issues - tenants 
rights, labor rights, public power,” 
Kinchley lists as reasons for 790 
members’ endorsement of Haa¬ 
land, who is an organizer for 790 
and endorsed by the Tenants 
Union and the Harvey Milk and 
Alice B. Toklas LGBT Democratic 
clubs. “He was instrumental in in¬ 
fluencing the Board of Supervi¬ 
sors to reduce the number of lay-

offs throughout the budget 
process.” 

“The main reason members 
wanted to endorse him was often 
the staff of any organization - a 
tenant or labor organization - 
church feel they can make all de¬ 
cisions and then encourage the 
flock to go along. Robert is devot¬ 
ed to a democratic decision-mak¬ 
ing process,” Kinchley added. 

“Our members decided we 
know enough of Robert as the 
only person among the frontrun¬ 
ners who is from a union,” said 
Kinchley. “That’s important to us, 
important to labor. Not to say the 
others are anti-labor.”

Meanwhile, the 1,800-member 
firefighters Local 798 has official¬ 
ly endorsed Barnes. 

“The membership felt with Bill 
Barnes experience at City Hall, his 
knowledge of the city best suits 
our needs regionally and locally,” 
said the union’s president, John 
Hanley. 

Barnes’s campaign platform 
lists his experience strengthening 
the city’s sunshine laws, taking 
diesel busses off city streets, and 
his Sierra Club endorsement. 

“It’s impressive that today 
unions openly support gay and 
trans candidates,” Barnes said. 

Feldstein has won the official 
support of the Building and Con¬ 
struction Trades Council for her 
land use record. 

“As a former planning com¬ 
missioner and an affordable hous¬ 
ing advocate, she has a real track 
record and proven expertise in 
land use, housing, and economic 
development,” said Stan Warren, 
the council’s secretary treasurer, in 
a prepared statement. 

“I understand the importance 
of keeping a strong economy in 
San Francisco and of providing 
San Francisco workers with de¬ 
cent wages and benefits, which are 
issues the construction unions 
have always championed,” said 
Feldstein. ▼

Do not take Reyataz if you are taking the following medicines: ergot 
medicines, Versed*, Halciorf, Orap®, Propulsid®, Camptosar*,Vascor K , Crixivan*, 
Mevacor®, Zocor*, rifampin, St.John's wort, AcipHex*, Nexium®, Prevacid®, Prilosec® 
or Protonix*. Do not use Viagra*, Levitra®, or Cialis* while you are taking Reyataz 
without first speaking with your healthcare provider. This list of medicines is 
not complete. Discuss all prescription and non-prescription medicines, 
vitamin and herbal supplements, or other health preparations you are 
taking or plan to take with your healthcare provider. 

Tell your healthcare provider right away if you have any side effects or conditions, 
including the following: 

• A change in the way your heart beats may occur and could be a symptom of 
a heart problem. 

• Diabetes and high blood sugar may occur in patients taking protease 
inhibitor medicines like Reyataz. 

• Yellowing of the skin and/or eyes may occur due to increases in bilirubin 
levels in the blood (bilirubin is made by the liver). 

• If you have liver disease, including hepatitis B or C, your liver disease may get 
worse when you take anti-HIV medicines like Reyataz. 

• Some patients with hemophilia have increased bleeding problems with 
protease inhibitor medicines like Reyataz. 

• Constant nausea, vomiting, unusual or unexpected stomach discomfort, 
tiredness, trouble breathing, and weakness in the arms and legs may be 

signs of a severe buildup of lactic acid in the blood (lactic acidosis), which can 
cause death. These events have been reported in patients taking Reyataz with 
other anti-HIV medicines called nucleoside analogs. 

Changes in body fat have been seen in some patients taking anti-HIV medicines. 
The cause and long-term effects are not known at this time. 

Common side effects of Reyataz taken with other anti-HIV medicines include: 
nausea, headache, rash, stomach pain, vomiting, diarrhea, depression, fever, 
increased cough, dizziness, trouble sleeping, pain, tiredness, back pain, numbness, 
tingling or burning of hands or feet, and joint pain. 

You should take Reyataz once daily with food (a meal or snack).

REYATAZ™ (RAY-ah-taz) 

(generic name = atazanavir sulfate) 

Capsules 

ALERT: Find out about medicines that should NOT be taken with 
REYATAZ (atazanavir sulfate). Read the section "What important 
information should I know about taking REYATAZ with other 
medicines?" 

Read the Patient Information that comes with REYATAZ before you start 
using it and each time you get a refill. There may be new information. 
This leaflet provides a summary about REYATAZ and does not include 
everything there is to know about your medicine. This information does 
not take the place of talking with your healthcare provider about your 
medical condition or treatment. 

What is REYATAZ? 

REYATAZ is a prescription medicine used with other anti-HIV medicines 
to treat people who are infected with the human immunodeficiency 
virus (HIV). HIV is the virus that causes acquired immune deficiency 
syndrome (AIDS). REYATAZ is a type of anti-HIV medicine called a 
protease inhibitor. HIV infection destroys CD4 (T) cells, which are 
important to the immune system. The immune system helps fight 
infection. After a large number of T cells are destroyed, AIDS develops. 
REYATAZ helps to block HIV protease, an enzyme that is needed for 
the HIV virus to multiply. REYATAZ may lower the amount of HIV in your 
blood, help your body keep its supply of CD4 (T) cells, and reduce the 
risk of death and illness associated with HIV. 

Does REYATAZ cure HIV or AIDS? 

REYATAZ does not cure HIV infection or AIDS. At present there is no 
cure for HIV infection. People taking REYATAZ may still get opportunistic 
infections or other conditions that happen with HIV infection. 
Opportunistic infections are infections that develop because the 
immune system is weak. Some of these conditions are pneumonia, 
herpes virus infections, and Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) 
infections. It is very important that you see your healthcare 
provider regularly while taking REYATAZ. 

REYATAZ does not lower your chance of passing HIV to other 
people through sexual contact, sharing needles, or being exposed 
to your blood. For your health and the health of others, it is important 
to always practice safer sex by using a latex or polyurethane condom 
or other barrier to lower the chance of sexual contact with semen, 
vaginal secretions, or blood. Never use or share dirty needles. 

Who should not take REYATAZ? 

Do not take REYATAZ if you: 

• are taking certain medicines. (See "What important information 
should I know about taking REYATAZ with other medicines?") Serious 
life-threatening side effects or death may happen. Before you take 
REYATAZ, tell your healthcare provider about all medicines you are 
taking or planning to take. These include other prescription and 
nonprescription medicines, vitamins, and herbal supplements. 

• are allergic to REYATAZ or to any of its ingredients. The active 
ingredient is atazanavir sulfate. See the end of this leaflet for a 
complete list of ingredients in REYATAZ. Tell your healthcare provider 
if you think you have had an allergic reaction to any of these 
ingredients. 

What should I tell my healthcare provider before I take REYATAZ? 
Tell your healthcare provider: 

• If you are pregnant or planning to become pregnant. It is not 

known if REYATAZ can harm your unborn baby. Pregnant women 
have experienced serious side effects when taking REYATAZ with 
other HIV medicines called nucleoside analogues. You and your 
healthcare provider will need to decide if REYATAZ is right for you. If 
you use REYATAZ while you are pregnant, talk to your healthcare 
provider about the Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registry. 

• If you are breast-feeding. You should not breast-feed if you are 
HIV-positive because of the chance of passing HIV to your baby. Also, 
it is not known if REYATAZ can pass into your breast milk and if it can 
harm your baby. If you are a woman who has or will have a baby, talk 
with your healthcare provider about the best way to feed your baby. 

• If you have liver problems or are infected with the hepatitis B 
or C virus. See "What are the possible side effects of REYATAZ?" 

• If you have diabetes. See "What are the possible side effects of 
REYATAZ?" 

• If you have hemophilia. See "What are the possible side effects of 
REYATAZ?" 

• About all the medicines you take including prescription and non¬ 
prescription medicines, vitamins, and herbal supplements. Keep a 
list of your medicines with you to show your healthcare provider. 
For more information, see "What important information should I 
know about taking REYATAZ with other medicines?" and "Who 
should not take REYATAZ?" Some medicines can cause serious side 
effects if you also take REYATAZ. 

How should I take REYATAZ? 

• Take REYATAZ once every day exactly as instructed by your 
healthcare provider. Your healthcare provider will prescribe the 
amount of REYATAZ that is right for you. Your dose will depend on 
your liver function and on the other anti-HIV medicines that you are 
taking. REYATAZ is always used with other anti-HIV medicines. If you 
are taking REYATAZ with SUSTIVA® (efavirenz) or with VIREAD® 
(tenofovir disoproxil fumarate), you should also be taking NORVIR® 
(ritonavir). 


• Always take REYATAZ (atazanavir sulfate) with food (a meal 
or snack) to help it work better. Swallow the capsules whole. Do 
not open the capsules. Try to take REYATAZ at the same time each 
day. 

• If you are taking antacids or Videx® (didanosine) Chewable/ 
Dispersible Buffered Tablets, take REYATAZ 2 hours before or 
1 hour after these medicines. 

• Do not change your dose or stop taking REYATAZ without first 
talking with your healthcare provider. It is important to stay under 
a healthcare provider’s care while taking REYATAZ. 

• When your supply of REYATAZ starts to run low, get more from 
your healthcare provider or pharmacy. It is important not to run out of 
REYATAZ. The amount of HIV in your blood may increase if the 
medicine is stopped for even a short time. 

• If you miss a dose of REYATAZ, take it as soon as possible and then 
take your next scheduled dose at its regular time. If, however, it is 
within 6 hours of your next dose, do not take the missed dose. Wait 
and take the next dose at the regular time. Do not double the next 
dose. It is important that you do not miss any doses of REYATAZ 
or your other anti-HIV medicines. 

• If you take more than the prescribed dose of REYATAZ, call your 
healthcare provider or poison control center right away. 

Can children take REYATAZ? 

REYATAZ has not been fully studied in children under 16 years of age. 
REYATAZ should not be used in babies under the age of 3 months. 
What are the possible side effects of REYATAZ? 

The following list of side effects is not complete. Report any new 
or continuing symptoms to your healthcare provider. If you have 
questions about side effects, ask your healthcare provider. Your 
healthcare provider may be able to help you manage these side 
effects. 

REYATAZ can cause the following side effects: 

• yellowing of the skin or eyes. These effects may be due to 
increases in bilirubin levels in the blood (bilirubin is made by the 
liver). Call your healthcare provider if your skin or the white part of 
your eyes turn yellow. Although these effects may not be damaging 
to your liver, skin, or eyes, it is important to tell your healthcare 
provider promptly if they occur. 

• a change in the way your heart beats (heart rhythm change). 

Call your healthcare provider right away if you get dizzy or 
lightheaded. These could be symptoms of a heart problem. 

• diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) sometimes 
happen in patients taking protease inhibitor medicines like REYATAZ. 
Some patients had diabetes before taking protease inhibitors while 
others did not. Some patients may need changes in their diabetes 
medicine. 

• if you have liver disease including hepatitis B or C, your liver 
disease may get worse when you take anti-HIV medicines like 
REYATAZ. 

• some patients with hemophilia have increased bleeding problems 
with protease inhibitors like REYATAZ. 

• a serious condition called lactic acidosis syndrome (a severe 
buildup of an acid in the blood that sometimes causes death). Some 
people who have taken REYATAZ with anti-HIV medicines called 
nucleoside analogues have developed lactic acidosis syndrome. 
Lactic acidosis syndrome has happened more in people who are 
female or obese (very overweight). Lactic acidosis syndrome is a 
medical emergency and must be treated in the hospital. Call your 
healthcare provider right away and do not continue to take 
REYATAZ and your other anti-HIV medicines unless instructed to 
by your healthcare provider if you get any of the following signs 
of lactic acidosis syndrome: 

•You have persistent nausea, vomiting, or unusual or unexpected 
stomach discomfort, 

•You feel very weak and tired, 

•You have trouble breathing, 

•You have weakness, especially in your arms and legs. 

• changes in body fat. These changes may include an increased 
amount of fat in the upper back and neck ("buffalo hump"), breast, 
and around the trunk. Loss of fat from the legs, arms, and face may 
also happen. The cause and long-term health effects of these 
conditions are not known at this time. 

Other common side effects of REYATAZ taken with other anti-HIV 
medicines include nausea; headache; rash; stomach pain; vomiting; 
diarrhea; depression;'fever; increased cough; dizziness; trouble 
sleeping; pain; tiredness; back pain; numbness, tingling, or burning of 
hands or feet; and joint pain. 

What important information should I know about taking REYATAZ 
with other medicines*? 

Do not take REYATAZ if you take the following medicines (not all 
brands may be listed; tell your healthcare provider about all the 
medicines you take). REYATAZ may cause serious, life- 
threatening side effects or death when used with these 
medicines. 

• Ergot medicines: dihydroergotamine, ergonovine, ergotamine, and 
methylergonovine such as Cafergot®, Migranal®, D.H.E. 45®, 
ergotrate maleate, Methergine®, and others (used for migraine 
headaches). 

• Halcion® (triazolam, used for insomnia). 

• Versed® (midazolam, used for sedation). 

• Orap® (pimozide, used forTourette’s disorder). 

• Propulsid® (cisapride, used for certain stomach problems). 

Do not take the following medicines with REYATAZ because of 
possible serious side effects: 

• Camptosar® (irinotecan, used for cancer). 


• Vascor® (bepridil, used for high blood pressure). 

• Crixivan® (indinavir, used for HIV infection). Both REYATAZ and 
Crixivan sometimes cause increased levels of bilirubin in the blood. 

• Cholesterol-lowering medicines Mevacor® (lovastatin) or Zocor® 
(simvastatin). 

Do not take the following medicines with REYATAZ (atazanavir 
sulfate) because they may lower the amount of REYATAZ in your 
blood. This may lead to an increased HIV viral load. Resistance to 
REYATAZ or cross-resistance to other HIV medicines may develop: 

• Rifampin (also known as Rimactane®, Rifadin®, Rifater®, or 
Rifamate®, used for tuberculosis). 

• St. John’s wort (Hypericum perforatum), an herbal product sold as a 
dietary supplement, or products containing St. John’s wort. 

• “Proton-pump inhibitors” used for indigestion, heartburn, or ulcers 
such as AcipHex® (rabeprazole), Nexium® (esomeprazole), Prevacid® 
(lansoprazole), Prilosec® (omeprazole), or Protonix® (pantoprazole). 

The following medicines may require your healthcare provider to 
monitor your therapy more closely: 

• Cialis® (tadalafil), Levitra® (vardenafil), or Viagra® (sildenafil). REYATAZ 
may increase the chances of serious side effects that can happen 
with Cialis, Levitra, or Viagra. Do not use Cialis, Levitra, or Viagra 
while you are taking REYATAZ unless your healthcare provider tells 
you it is okay. 

• Lipitor® (atorvastatin). There is an increased chance of serious side 
effects if you take REYATAZ with this cholesterol-lowering medicine. 

• Medicines for abnormal heart rhythm: Cordarone® (amiodarone), 
lidocaine, quinidine (also known as Cardioquin®, Quinidex®, and 
others). 

• Coumadin® (warfarin). 

• Tricyclic antidepressants such as Elavil® (amitriptyline), Norpramin® 
(desipramine), Sinequan® (doxepin), Surmontil® (trimipramine), 
Tofranil® (imipramine), or Vivactil® (protriptyline). 

• Medicines to prevent organ transplant rejection: Sandimmune® or 
Neoral® (cyclosporine), Rapamune® (sirolimus), or Prograf® 
(tacrolimus). 

The following medicines may require a change in the dose or 
dose schedule of either REYATAZ or the other medicine: 

• Fortovase®, Invirase® (saquinavir). 

• Norvir® (ritonavir). 

• Sustiva® (efavirenz). 

• Videx® (didanosine) or antacids. 

• Viread® (tenofovir disoproxil fumarate). 

• Mycobutin® (rifabutin). 

• Calcium channel blockers such as Cardizem® orTiazac® (diltiazem), 
Covera-HS® or Isoptin SR® (verapamil) and others. 

• Biaxin® (clarithromycin). 

• Oral contraceptives (“the pill”). 

• Medicines for indigestion, heartburn, or ulcers such as Axid® 
(nizatidine), Pepcid AC® (famotidine), Tagamet® (cimetidine), or 
Zantac® (ranitidine). 

Remember: 

1. Know all the medicines you take. 

2. Tell your healthcare provider about all the medicines you take. 

3. Do not start a new medicine without talking to your healthcare 
provider. 

How should I store REYATAZ? 

• Store REYATAZ Capsules at room temperature, 59° to 86 ° F (15° to 
30° C). Do not store this medicine in a damp place such as a 
bathroom medicine cabinet or near the kitchen sink. 

• Keep your medicine in a tightly closed container. 

• Throw away REYATAZ when it is outdated or no longer needed by 
flushing it down the toilet or pouring it down the sink. 

General information about REYATAZ 

This medicine was prescribed for your particular condition. Do not 
use REYATAZ for another condition. Do not give REYATAZ to other 
people, even if they have the same symptoms you have. It may harm 
them. Keep REYATAZ and all medicines out of the reach of children 
and pets. 

This summary does not include everything there is to know about 
REYATAZ. Medicines are sometimes prescribed for conditions that are 
not mentioned in patient information leaflets. Remember, no written 
summary can replace careful discussion with your healthcare provider. 
If you would like more information, talk with your healthcare provider 
or you can call 1-800-426-7644.

fects as to warrant making this a 
scheduled drug. Rather its use may 
be a marker, and I emphasis may 
be a marker, of illicit drug use.” 

As national board co-chair of 
the National Academy of HIV 
Medicine, Stansell said that like 
Klausner, he did send the FDA a 
letter expressing his concerns 
about the marketing of erectile 
dysfunction drugs and the need to 
better educate physicians about 
talking to their patients who re¬ 
quest these drugs. But Stansell 
stressed he has yet to see any evi¬ 
dence directly relating use of Via¬ 
gra to increases in HIV and vene¬ 
real infections. 

“I believe there is an associa¬ 
tion, not necessarily a cause and ef¬ 
fect relationship, between Viagra 
use and STDs and HIV. An associ¬ 
ation is a far cry from a direct 
causal link,” he said. “To attribute a 
direct responsibility for STDs and 
HIV to Viagra or Levitra or Cialis I 
think is unreasonable. It is also un¬ 
reasonable to withhold this drug 
from those who legitimately need 
it. Diabetics, frankly, may spread 
STDs but that is no reason to with¬ 
hold insulin from them. The same 
is true of erectile dysfunction.” 

Contacted Tuesday by the Bay 
Area Reporter, Mark Kleiman, a 
professor of policy studies at the 
University of California at Los An¬ 
geles School of Public Policy and 
Research and editor of the Drug 
Policy Analysis Bulletin, distanced 
himself from the health depart¬ 
ment’s press release, which said he 
had suggested that “one way to re¬ 
duce the misuse of Viagra is to 
make it a controlled substance.” 

Kleiman, who said he did not 
know about the petition or being 
included in the release until con¬ 
tacted by a reporter, said that in a 
meeting over a year ago where 
Klausner was in attendance he 
“spontaneously said” an argument 
could be made that Viagra could 
meet the qualifications for classi¬ 
fying it as a controlled substance. 

“It is not the case that I am 
proposing to schedule Viagra and 
Cialis. I am only raising the ques¬ 
tion if by doing that or threaten¬ 
ing that that is a good idea it may 
result in the pharmaceutical com¬ 
panies taking steps to address the 
problems,” Kleiman said. “In so 
far as people are illegally getting 
the drug when it is not prescribed 
to them, that is clearly drug abuse 
that then falls under the Con¬ 
trolled Substances Act. It is cer¬ 
tainly a legal possibility, so then 
the question is would it be good to 
do that. I have not given adequate 
thought on that to give an ade¬ 
quate answer to that.” 

While the Stop AIDS Project 
has not taken a stand on making 
Viagra a controlled substance, the 


agency does support other aspects 
of Klausner’s petition. Spokesman 
Jason Riggs said the agency’s main 
concern is about the drug’s label¬ 
ing and plans to send the FDA a 
response. 

“It is clear Viagra has moved 
out of the drug being prescribed 
for a medical reason and has 
jumped into recreational use. Re¬ 
ally, the Stop AIDS Project is 
based on the idea that people need 
to make informed decisions and 
more information for people tak¬ 
ing Viagra is critical,” he said. 
“While there is not a direct causal 
link between use of Viagra and 
contracting HIV or other STDs, 
use of Viagra certainly helps peo¬ 
ple to put themselves into a con¬ 
text where their risk for infection 
could be greater.” 

Studies raise concern 

Klausner points to several 
studies conducted by San Francis¬ 
co health researchers that show a 
potential role of Viagra in the 
resurgence of STDs and HIV 
transmission among men who 
have sex with men. A study pub¬ 
lished in AIDS in 2002 reported 
that Viagra use was found to be 
independently associated with an 
increased number of partners and 
was also associated with having a 
new STD diagnosis after control¬ 
ling for the number of partners. 

A study presented at the XV In¬ 
ternational AIDS Conference this 
summer in Bangkok, which ana¬ 
lyzed HIV seroconversion data 
from the city’s HIV clinic, found 
that HIV incidence was significant¬ 
ly higher among Viagra users com¬ 
pared to non-users and that Viagra 
users were more than twice as like¬ 
ly to be diagnosed with HIV than 
non-users. The risks were especial¬ 
ly high among MSM using both Vi¬ 
agra and methamphetamines. 

Citing the ease by which men 
can obtain the drug without a 
doctor’s prescription from thou¬ 
sands of Internet sites, Klausner 
contends an “effective step” to re¬ 
duce such recreational use is to 
classify Viagra as a Schedule III 
controlled substance under the 
Controlled Substances Act. Klaus¬ 
ner’s petition would also impact 
ISOC Inc, the maker of Cialis and 
GlaxoSmithKline, the maker of 
Levitra, two other popular erectile 
dysfunction drugs. 


“Some might consider it a more 
draconian or controlling or strict 
way to reduce the use of the drugs, 
which could adversely impact the 
people who really need the drug. 
We are cognizant of the fact the 
drug has a medical usefulness but 
you have to balance the risks and 
make it a controlled substance to 
limit access to those who actually 
need the drug,” Klausner said. 

Barking up wrong tree 

Others criticized Klausner for 
making it seem Viagra is a direct 
cause for spikes in STDs and HIV 
infections among gay and bisexu¬ 
al men. The real culprits, they 
contend, are crystal use and un¬ 
safe sex, not erectile dysfunction 
drugs, which are causing the spike 
in STDs and HIV infections. 

“I think once again Jeff is bark¬ 
ing up the wrong tree,” said 
Michael Siever, Ph.D., director of 
the Stonewall Project and a na¬ 
tional expert on crystal use among 
gay men. “Clearly, Viagra is in¬ 
volved in sex, obviously that is 
what it is for. People are using it in 
a context of sexual behavior that 
puts them at risk and that is some¬ 
thing to talk about. But it certain¬ 
ly is not the main culprit and 
seems misplaced energy to go 
after making Viagra a controlled 
substance and I don’t think it is 
going to stop people from getting 
Viagra anyway.” 

Steven Tierney, the city’s direc¬ 
tor of HIV prevention, said he also 
has yet to see any evidence to con¬ 
vince him Viagra is a leading cause 
for STD or HIV infections. 

“I think the data I’ve seen does 
show Viagra leads men to have more 
sex and more sex is related to in¬ 
creased risk for infections,” he said. 

While he supports Klausner’s 
push to better educate physicians 
and their patients about the risks 
involved with using Viagra, he 
said he does not support classify¬ 
ing the drug as illegal. 

“I think it is a very serious step 
and should be done when there is 
sufficient evidence to prove that is 
necessary,” said Tierney. 

He also expressed doubts that 
changing the drug’s labeling 
would make any difference. With 
people ordering the drugs off Web 
sites from other countries not 
covered by FDA guidelines, Tier- 
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ney said the labeling provisions 
would have little impact. 

And he added, “My experience 
anecdotally talking to guys in the 
community using it, they are not 
reading labels. Education in the 
community is more important and 
that is what we are trying to do.” 

Pfizer ‘perplexed’ 

Pfizer spokesman Daniel Watts 
said the company was perplexed 
to learn of Klausner’s petition 
considering it has been working 
with him and other health officials 
on developing a Web site to better 
educate physicians about STDs 
“across a range of patients, cir¬ 
cumstances and approaches.” 

In collaboration with the Na¬ 
tional Coalition of STD Directors, 
Pfizer has funded the creation of a 
Web site called SexualSmarts.org, 
which is set to launch in September 
and will be available to both physi¬ 
cians and consumers. As for mak¬ 
ing Viagra a controlled substance, 
Watts said, “That is ridiculous.” 

Nor does he think changing 
the drug’s label, which already 
warns users “Viagra offers no pro¬ 
tection against sexually transmit¬ 
ted diseases, including human im¬ 
munodeficiency virus” and they 
should protect themselves and 
their partners from contracting 
STDs, is necessary. 

“I think that there are other 
things going on out there that may 
need to be addressed but Viagra 
isn’t necessarily the problem. 
There is a whole constellation of 
factors, including behavior, people 


deciding to engage in risky sex de¬ 
spite what they have known from 
educational efforts that have been 
going on for some time.” 

Watts also countered Klaus¬ 
ner’s statements that the company 
has not responded appropriately 
in addressing his and others’ con¬ 
cerns. This week at the LGBTI 
Health Summit in Boston, Pfizer 
is launching two brochures called 
“Do Ask, Do Tell” to help both 
doctors and patients discuss sen¬ 
sitive issues regarding STDs. Also 
in September, the company will 
distribute the Gay and Lesbian 
Medical Association’s LGBTI 
Provider Guidelines that help 
clinicians set up offices in a way 
that is welcoming to LGBTI pa¬ 
tients and teaches them how to 
address LGBTI patients’ sexual be¬ 
havior. 

GLMA President Kenneth 
Haller, an assistant professor of 
pediatrics at St. Louis University 
School of Medicine, said the orga¬ 
nization would send the FDA a 
comment within the next 180 
days. 

“My impression has been that 
Pfizer - without going into who 
we have talked to specifically - has 
been very interested in working to 
ensure people do not use these 
drugs improperly, or in a way that 
is a danger to their health,” said 
Haller. 

While Haller said he personal¬ 
ly is in favor of having strong pre¬ 
cautions included for all pre¬ 
scribes on how to counsel pa¬ 
tients to use the drug appropriate¬ 
ly, he said he had not made a deci¬ 
sion on making it a controlled 
substance. 

“I think that is something that 


is definitely worth exploring be¬ 
cause of the potential for disease 
that could result from improper 
use. But at this point there is not 
enough data to say one way or the 
other to make it a controlled sub¬ 
stance or not,” he said. 

Positive aspects 

Viagra use by gay men who use 
crystal can in fact be a positive, ar¬ 
gued Siever. 

“I would say people are really 
missing the boat around the use¬ 
fulness of Viagra in making peo¬ 
ple be safer. A lot of people can’t 
keep a hard-on to use a condom 
even if they are not using crystal 
meth,” he said. “One of the com¬ 
plaints has always been ‘I lose a 
hard-on if I use a condom.’ This is 
an appropriate use for it and no 
one has really looked at that angle 
of it. Certainly guys who use crys¬ 
tal and have problems with crys¬ 
tal dick, which isn’t everyone sure, 
they are using Viagra in a way that 
could be seen as appropriate if 
they are using a condom.” 

Nor is cr-ystal use even the real 
problem, said Siever. 

“The real key is people are not 
using condoms,” he said. 

Along with not using con¬ 
doms, gay men having multiple 
sexual partners is also a cause for 
concern, said Steve Gibson, execu¬ 
tive director of Magnet, the gay 
men’s health center in the Castro. 

“Things like the Internet, 
speed, and Viagra are red herrings. 
Really the bottom line here is the 
more partners you have the more 
likely you are to have sex with 
someone who is HIV-positive. 
That is really what is at core here,” 
said Gibson. ▼

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tion for one year through philan¬ 
thropic projects and celebrity ap¬ 
pearances at local events. 

Not all smiles 

Like traditional beauty con¬ 
tests, the notion of a gay beauty 
pageant has its critics. “My first re¬ 
action was to shudder,” said San 
Francisco event promoter Ggreg 
Taylor. “The name struck me as 
shockingly shallow.” Taylor, who 
has produced events for the recent 
Hairrison Street Fair and numer¬ 
ous other parties, feels contests 
that focus solely on appearance 
lack the creativity that are the hall¬ 
mark of other queer pageants. 
“The Imperial Court, Miss 
Uranus, and Miss Trannyshack are 
send-ups of traditional beauty 
pageants ... they’re about creating 
something wildly funny, irrever¬ 
ent, and notorious. [Cutest of the 
Castro] doesn’t have the same in¬ 
tellectual and creative cachet. 
Being a ‘piece of meat’ is a strange, 
empty kind of validation.” 

Taylor also feels such an 
event, though purporting to be 
universal, actually excludes a 
large population. “It narrows the 


competition to a very special de¬ 
mographic - that of fashion 
conscious young boys. [Gay 
men] are being sold an un¬ 
healthy body image about our¬ 
selves ... how does Cutest of the 
Gastro help people who feel bad 
about their bodies?” 

The ramifications of a glorified 
ideal body are of concern to many 
in the gay community, according 
to Doug Sebesta, project director 
of the San Francisco Gay Men’s 
Community Initiative. His group 
is planning to tackle the subject in 
an upcoming community forum. 
Said Sebesta, “Members have been 
talking about body image issues 
and how they are related to our 
individual and collective health, 
our community and our interper¬ 
sonal relationships with one an¬ 
other as gay men.” 

Cutest of the Castro organizers 
say they are aware that the idea of a 
beauty pageant is a trigger for some 
who condemn “body fascism” and 
a beauty-obsessed culture. “This is 
a big concern of ours,” said 
Spradlin. “We are addressing this 
by making sure our contest isn’t 
just about appearance.” 

Contestants are judged on tal¬ 
ent, overall presentation, commu¬ 
nity service, and appearance. Joey 
Greenwell, 33, of San Francisco, 


who plans to compete in a prelim¬ 
inary competition tonight 
(Thursday, August 26) at the Edge, 
said he signed up to help shatter 
stereotypes. “I want to show that 
you can be in your 30s, intelligent 
and successful, and still be cute.” 

Castro resident Roby Polacek, 
29, who took the winner’s sash at 
Moby Dick’s preliminary contest, 
said of his victory, “I was up 
against people who are more at¬ 
tractive than me. I don’t have six- 
pack abs and a hairless body, but 
being cute is about confidence and 
personality ... when I walk 
around the Castro I don’t see too 
many ‘perfect’ people, I feel like I 
represent them.” 

The contestants and even the 
pageant’s critics agree that enter¬ 
taining the community while rais¬ 
ing money for a good cause is 
commendable. “No matter what I 
may think of the contest itself, I’m 
happy someone is doing some¬ 
thing to get people off the Inter¬ 
net and back into the bars,” said 
Taylor. Organizers have been par¬ 
ticularly happy with sponsorship 
response - 12 businesses have do¬ 
nated, to date - and expect this 
first-time event to raise about 
$5,000 for Maitri. 

As Angel, who declined to give 
his last name, a 31-year-old 
HIV/AIDS advocate who will 
represent Cafe Flore in the final 
competition, noted, “We’re a 
great rainbow in this city - we’re 
all different backgrounds and 
styles. This contest is an opportu¬ 
nity to bring that diversity to¬ 
gether and raise money for 
HIV/AIDS. When we all help the 
community, we all win.” ▼

Bar owner Lee ‘Lee-0na’ Thibodeaux dies at 68

ee Thibodeaux, the longtime 
owner of Mr. Lee-Ona’s 
cocktail lounge on Turk 
Street in the Tenderloin, died 
Thursday, August 19 at a San Fran¬ 
cisco medical center. He was 68. 

Mr. Thibodeaux, known to 
many as Mr. Lee-Ona, was a dia¬ 
betic, but the exact cause of death 
had not been determined at press 
time, according to his longtime 
friend Fred Townson, who works 
part time at the bar and John 
“John Boy” Donofrio, Mr. Lee- 
Ona’s partner of 27 years. 

Mr. Lee-Ona was San Francis¬ 
co’s Grand Duke IX and had long 
been involved in the Ducal Court 
system. The Ducal Court was 
started 31 years ago as an alterna¬ 
tive to the Imperial Court system. 

Mr. Lee-Ona had been hospi¬ 
talized for several weeks following 
a fall that occurred in July. He had 
attended a coronation of the 
Alameda chapter of the Ducal 
Court, Townson and Donofrio 
said, and had just received an 
award from the Night Ministry 
when he fell off a three foot ramp 
at the event. 

“He broke his right knee and 
right ankle,” Donofrio said. Mr. 
Lee-Ona was taken to Eden Med-

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regulated relationships between 
servicemembers based on certain 
differences in grade in an effort to 
avoid partiality, preferential treat¬ 
ment, and the improper use of 
one’s rank,” the court wrote.

There 
are at least eight other cases pend¬ 
ing before lower military courts 
that will likely chip away further at 
Article 125.” ▼

ical Center in Hayward, and later 
transferred to a care facility in San 
Francisco. 

“Lee-Ona was a very jovial per¬ 
son and had a big of heart and it 
was open if anybody had a prob¬ 
lem,” Townson told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “Sometimes his sense of 
humor was a little warped.” 

Wayne Friday, the B.A.R.'s po¬ 
litical editor, said that Mr. Lee- 
Ona will be missed. 

“I knew this guy for 30 years; a 
real friend. I’m really sorry Lee is 
gone because our community has 
lost one of its characters,” Friday 
said. 

Mr. Lee-Ona was born in 
Turkey Creek, Louisiana on May 
18,1936. Donofrio said that at age 
14, Mr. Lee-Ona moved with his 
mother to Bakersfield. He served 


for two years in the U.S. Army, and 
then moved to Long Beach where 
he went to college. He moved to 
San Francisco around 1960. 

“He loved San Francisco and 
he loved Hawaii,” Donofrio said. 

He was a member of the Coits, 
a San Francisco social group, for 
12 years. He was attracted to the 
Ducal family because of the 
fundraising that was done for local 
charitable organizations. He was a 
co-owner of Bay Area Type Setters 
with Monte Reddick and they cre¬ 
ated most of the posters, buttons, 
flyers, and programs for the Ducal 
events and various campaigns for 
Duke and Dutchess. 

Mr. Lee-Ona was also president 
of the Tavern Guild for four years 
and served another four years on 
the board. He was also a co-chair 
of the Tenderloin Tessie Holiday 
Dinners program. Mr. Lee-Ona 
raised funds for many organiza¬ 
tions, including: Guide Dogs for 
the Blind, Camp Sunburst, and the 
San Francisco Night Ministry. 

“There were lots of spaghetti 
feeds,” Donofrio said, referring to 
various fundraisers held over the 
years. 

Townson and Donofrio said 
that Mr. Lee-Ona’s bar would re¬ 
main open for business. On Tues¬ 
day, numerous floral arrange¬ 
ments had been set up inside, near 
a banner from Mr. Lee-Ona’s 
Grand Duke coronation. 

“The bar will continue in his 
name for as long as we can,” 
Donofrio said.

Greeks active

O lympics fans are hopefully 
enjoying the hype and 
glory broadcast from 
Athens, where it all began, and the 
ancient gods are no doubt tuning 
in with some interest as well. I’ve 
been more than enjoying this 
feast of my faves, the “alternative” 
sports that rarely get network air¬ 
time, ranging from water polo to 
discus throwing. 

But first, for those with a taste 
for more wintry athletics that 
have showbiz flair, SkateOut has 
the local event for you. 

Icing on the cake 

“One Voice: A Cabaret on Ice,” 
will be held this Saturday, August 
28 at San Francisco’s Yerba Buena 
Ice Center. The show combines 
live music by 10 singers and 30 
skaters performing in an elegant 
cabaret setting, with some seats 
up close and literally on the ice. 
Get out those stylish winter coats! 

VIP cabaret seating is at tables 
on a carpeted section of the ice, 
up close to the skating action, and 
right in front of the stage. VIP 
seating includes a free drink tick¬ 
et and access to the cast party fol¬ 
lowing the event. 

Organizer Thom Mullins, a 
skater and Gay Games vet him¬ 
self, has been planning One Voice 
for almost a year. 

“The real work has been with 
the music,” said Mullins. “All the 
performances are live music. 
Skaters each have a two and a 
half-minute program, so we had 
to arrange sheet music to match 
each routine.” 

For example, Angelo D’Agosti¬ 
no, a U.S. Olympic team member 
in 1998 in Calgary, will skate to two 
Cole Porter songs blended together. 

Over 100 hours were spent 
working on music and rehearsing 
with singers. Skaters used “scratch 
tapes” for rehearsal, but they’ll per¬ 
form to the live music, something 
that rarely happens in the 
sport of figure skating. 

Ranging from cham¬ 
pion level skaters to Bay 
Area novices, Mullins 
said, “I wanted to create an 
environment that’s inclu¬ 
sive, and is an extension of 
the principles of Gay 
Games’ inclusion and 
participation.” 

Mullins will be 
skating a Parisian- 
styled routine with a 
friend, Rebecca Hurst. Hurst’s 
boyfriend will sing a duet with a 
woman, a song from the musical 
Wicked , about how adversaries 
become friends. 

One Voice is endorsed by In¬ 
ternational Skating Institute, 
which is making inroads to allow 
same-sex figure skating duos in 
sanctioned competitions. The ISI 
also sanctioned Gay Games Vi’s 
Sydney competitions. 

By next year, Mullins hopes to 
have Skate Out host a sanctioned 
competition called the Skate Out 
Challenge Cup. “This year we’re 
doing something more showy,” he 
said. “Next year we’ll have more of 
a competition.” 

Other performers include 


Canadian National Champion 
skater Emanuel Sandhu, and gay 
and lesbian skaters like local tal¬ 
ent Billy Khier, and many others 
who medaled at Gay Games VI in 
Sydney. 

Singers include guest star 
Broadway performer Jason Graae 
( Falsettos , Forever Plaid , and Rag¬ 
time), Barry Lloyd (a frequent 
Plush Room performer), the 
Kitchenettes (Lua Hadar and 
Linda Kosut), and many others. 

Proceeds from the exhibition 
show benefit the Music Theater 
Collaborative, which brings 
music education to children in 
the Bay Area.

Athens culminates the XXVIII 
Olympiad this week in the city 
that invented sports with more 
gusto, women’s inclusion, beauty, 
and controversy than ever before. 

From Michael Phelps mania to 
the Bush administration’s exploita¬ 
tion of the Iraq soccer team in a 
campaign ad (and the Internation¬ 
al Olympic Committee’s com¬ 
plaints about it), it’s been a battle 
of sweat, wills, politics, and drugs. 

Taking a tumble 

Last week, 21-year-old U.S. 
gymnast Paul Hamm won a con¬ 
tested gold medal in the all- 
around competition after three 
judges incorrectly scored his 
South Korean competitor. 

In men’s gymnastics on Mon¬ 
day, it was nearly a mob scene as 
veteran Russian gymnast Aleksei 
Nemov was obviously robbed of a 
medal by more oddball scoring in 
the high bar. The crowd booed for 
10 minutes as controversy-laden 
gold medalist Hamm waited to 
take to the high bar. Italy’s Igor 
CaSsina took gold, 
Hamm the silver, and 
Japan’s Isao Yoneda 
bronze. 

But what was obvious to 
the least learned of gymnas¬ 
tics fans was that the 12-time 
champion Nemov per¬ 
formed six high-flying 
releases with ease and 
skill. Even after the 
scores by the Canadian 
and Malaysian judges 
were changed to 9.75, it still did 
not do the king of men’s gymnas¬ 
tics justice. Said Nemov to the 
NBC cameras, “Unbelievable.” 

Now, the United States 
Olympic Committee is consider¬ 
ing giving South Korea a second 
gold medal over the last contro¬ 
versy. Well, you might as well give 
Nemov a second bronze, and give 
those judges the boot. 

Vault was won by Spain’s per¬ 
fectly gorgeous Gervasio Defer. 
Romania’s Marian Dragulescu ex¬ 
ecuted a perfect 10 vault (which 
was only given a 9.90) before 
nearly falling in the landing of his 
second and final vault. He’s still 
the most beautiful gymnast in the 
world, doncha think? I sure do.

With over 1,000 medalists so 
far, I at least gotta give a nod to a 
few Bay Area jocks: Patricia Mi¬ 
randa, who won a gold in 
wrestling; Pete Cipollone, the 
diminutive hunk coxswain in the 
U.S. men’s 8 crew team that won 
gold; and Sam MaGee, who won 
silver in the women’s rowing. 

Men’s 400-meter silver medal¬ 
ist Duje Draganja of Croatia, 
who’s cuter, and less arrogant 
than gold medalist Gary Hall Jr., 
trains at the University of Califor¬ 
nia, Berkeley. Several more are 
athletes from Stanford University. 

Nectar of the labs 

The continued drug scandal 
got a jolt of reality, with Trevor 
Graham, a former coach of Mari¬ 
on Jones, as the point man. The 
Associated Press reported that 
track coach Graham has admitted 
that it was he who sent a syringe 
to the U.S. Anti-Doping Agency, a 
key piece of evidence in the Balco 
steroids case. 

Several athletes, mostly in 
track and field, were subsequent¬ 
ly disqualified, as well as the Russ¬ 
ian female shot put gold medalist, 
a Greek weightlifter, and two star 
Greek sprinters with ties that go 
back to the Bay Area. 

Greek sprinters Kostas Ken- 
teris and Katerina Thanou with¬ 
drew from the Athens Games 
after missing their drug tests. 
They’re allegedly clients of reps 
with Balco, the Burlingame com¬ 
pany involved in the athlete dop¬ 
ing scandal, which has been mak¬ 
ing headlines for months. 

Outside Athens, Christos 
Tsekos had his office and ware¬ 
house searched by Greek officials 
for cartons of a food supplement 
with ephedrine, a banned sub¬ 
stance. Inspectors from Greece’s 
National Organization of Medi¬ 
cines raided the offices and a 
warehouse and confiscated some 
of the products distributed by 
Tsekos’s firm, which are quite a far 
shot from souvlakis and dolmas. 

The Athens Games may end 
up holding a record for the num¬ 
ber of drug disqualifications, and 
costs of the events themselves. Es¬ 
timates of the cost of the Athens 
Games have risen to $10 billion. 
Officials have said that they may 
sell the hastily completed sports 
arenas to pay the bills. You’d think 
with all that money, they could af¬ 
ford gymnastics judges who know 
how to do their job. ▼

tion as a queer artist. “I have had my 
bisexual moments” she said. “At the 
moment. I’m not in them. I do 
think I can say with sincerity that 
I’m a queer artist.” 

It is certainly a queer project that 
has brought Faithfull to San Fran¬ 
cisco. The Black Rider begins with a 
ghoulish vaudeville in which an an¬ 
drogynous devil, played by Faith- 
full, sings, “We’ll have a gay old 
time. Lay down in the web of the 
black spider, I’ll drink your blood 
like wine.” 

With a text by William S. Bur¬ 
roughs (who was queer before 
queer was cool), songs by the idio¬ 
syncratic Tom Waits, and direction 
by gay avant-gardist Robert Wilson, 
The Black Rider was first performed 
in Germany in 1990, but only had 
its English-language debut earlier 
this year at the Barbican Center in 
London. ACT’s Geary Theater is its 
only US stop before traveling on to 
Australia. 

ACT Artistic Director Carey 
Perloff had seen the German pro¬ 
duction in Stuttgart, and she later 
arranged for ACT to be a co-pro¬ 
ducer of its English premiere. “It 
was one of the most thrilling things 
1 had ever seen in the theater,”

C qn I get a fag off you?” Mari¬ 
anne Faithfull was out of ciga- 
retteSftmd she was bumming a 
smoke off co-star Matt Mc¬ 
Grath. Soon a nervous young assis¬ 
tant arrived, tightly clutching sever¬ 
al packs of Lucky Strikes. 

The offices of the American 
Conservatory Theater were in high- 
maintenance mode for Faithfull’s 
visit last week to promote The Black 
Rider: The Casting of the Magic Bul¬ 
lets. She arrived late for the press 
conference, and then complained 
about the lighting. “I’m going to 
look really terrible,” she said, dab¬ 
bing perspiration from her face. 
“The lighting is so strong. Can it be 
turned down?” It was, instantly. 

But once the press conference 
began, Faithfull, 57, was friendly 
and often funny, and in a one-on- 
one interview that followed, she 
opened up about her self-identifica-

Swept away on Castro Street 

One of 74’s ‘Castro 14’ remembers the night by Mark des jardms 


T his year marks the 30th anniversary of the 
arrest of the “Castro 14,” a Labor Day street- 
sweep in the Castro District conducted by 
the San Francisco Police Department. The 
sweep came after closing time at the gay bars on 
Castro Street in the early morning of September 
1,1974, Labor Day weekend. Harvey Milk’s cover 
story in the B.A.R. (Volume 4, Number 18) made 
the entire Bay Area gay community aware of the 
event. 

The banner headline read: “CASTRO BUSTS” 
“The Castro 14/Police Beat Up Gays/Protest 
Meeting Set for Sept. 11/by Harvey Milk. 

“Police brutality broke out on Castro Street at 
[bar] closing time on Sunday, September 1. Four¬ 
teen gays were arrested for blocking sidewalks and 
other violent crimes.” 

In 1974, a gay marriage license was not a pop¬ 
ular consideration, and AIDS as a health crisis had 
not yet surfaced. Alcohol was king of the road in 
the Castro, and as a bar district, the Castro had 
few rivals. Cabs flowed in and out of the intersec¬ 


tion of Castro & 18th Streets on weekend 
evenings much like a pack of sperm after an ejac¬ 
ulation, racing to find satisfaction. It was the hey¬ 
day of the bar scene there, and no bar was more 
popular on Castro Street at the time than Toad 
Hall, packed to capacity every weekend. The bar 
would later become the Phoenix. 

I was one of the Castro 14, and with its 30th 
anniversary this week, the story of the arrest needs 
to be retold, in order to document part of our gay 
history. Some in the gay community claimed that 
the actions of the San Francisco Police Depart¬ 
ment were the result of prior orders, that the 
street sweep had been planned well in advance. 
Some claimed that the arrests just happened. But 
one thing was clear. The maximum capacity of a 
paddy wagon at the time would prove to be 14 de¬ 
tainees. In other words, from first-hand experi¬ 
ence, it was a tight fit — and not in a good way. 

Cliff’s Variety Store was at its familiar location, 
across from the gay bar Toad Hall. In the early

Pride is an all-in-the-family af¬ 
fair in Iceland, according to Hek¬ 
lina. “It’s like July 4th parades, 
families and children cheer you 
down the street. There were 
40,000 people in downtown 
Reykjavik, and 12-year-old girls 
were cheering us!” 

Heklina lived in Reykjavik 
until ’91, “and when I lived there, 
there was still discrimination.” 
Change has come down Iceland 
way. Now, thanks to her under¬ 
ground creds and Trannyshack 
fame, SF’s dragster hostess is a 
hometown hero, and was wel¬ 
comed back as one. 

Local dish? Fauxnique got a lit¬ 


tle out of control trying to drink 
like a native Icelander, but kudos 
to Kennedy, who did actually 
make her 4 a.m. set-call for the 
Good Morning, Iceland show, or 
whatever the equivalent is called 
on Reykjavik TV. She had a cou¬ 
ple of butch Icelandic boys play¬ 
ing backup on her number “Gay 
Boyfriend,” which turned out to 
be one big gay hit. 

Did the visiting celebutantes 
partake of Icelandic delicacies like 
pickled ram’s balls? “I took a little 
bite,” is all Hek would say. 

The festive Reykjavik Pride 
party is now in its 4th 
year, still in that cute 
stage “when it’s sin¬ 
cere, and rainbow 
flags are new and in¬ 
nocent,” Hekkles 
notes. As elsewhere 
abroad, “it’s harder to 
get good big wigs. That’s 
why American drag 
is the best drag. We 
have the best wigs.”

| n an age of experimentation 

and boundary-pushing in the 

art world, it’s refreshing to 
know a dedicated troupe of musi¬ 
cal-theater performers exists in 
San Francisco that not only sticks 
by tried-and-true Gilbert & Sulli¬ 
van operetta fare, they do so with 
full awareness of their anachro¬ 
nistic place in the scheme of 
things. They delight in being 
retro. They offer quality museum 
pieces, and pack houses in the 
process. 

Last Friday night at Yerba 
Buena Center for the Arts The¬ 
atre, the Lamplighters staged that 
all-time-favorite G&S gem, The 
Mikado, and once again demon¬ 
strated their mastery of the op¬ 
eretta form, which they’ve been 
refining for 49 years. The fruit of 
their latest labor was rendered 
with a high polish by the superb 
cast and chorus under the direc¬ 
tion of Ellen Brooks, with the al¬ 
ways splendid Lamplighters Or¬ 
chestra at their best under the 
baton of veteran Music Direc¬ 
tor/Conductor Baker Peeples. At 
the rise of the curtain, the audi¬ 
ence beheld a splendid set of regal 
arches, all gold against black, with 
wisps of cherry blossoms in the 
background, marking the en¬ 
trance to the town of Titipu. 

The comedy began in earnest 
as soon as the town’s kimono-clad 
chorus of nobles, arrayed in love¬ 
ly pale lavenders, blues, and 
greens, encountered the hand¬ 
some wandering minstrel Nanki- 
Poo (played with dashing vigor by 
leading tenor Joshua La Force), 
who has come in search of the fair 
maiden Yum-Yum, ward of Ko- 
Ko, the Lord High Executioner. 

The moment Nanki-Poo start¬ 
ed telling his tale, the nobles 
turned their backs, utterly ignor¬ 
ing him, going about the business 
of shooting dice and practicing 
stick-fighting. It was an effective 
bit of stage business that brought 
the night’s first big laughs. Soon 
we learned from the nobleman 
Pish-Tush (John Brown) that the 
wise, virtuous Mikado, the great 
lord of the land, has condemned 
to beheading any man caught 
flirting, leering, or winking, “un¬ 
less connubially linked.” 

Woo taboo 

In stepped the pompous Pooh- 
Bah (gruffly portrayed by hilari¬ 
ous Norman A. Hall), the Lord 
High Everything Else, to confront 
Nanki-Poo with the stark truth: 
“Yum-Yum the fair/ You must not 
woo./ It will not do: I’m sorry for 
you,/ You very imperfect ablu- 
tioner!” In fact, Yum-Yum was 
doomed to be married to Ko-Ko 
that very day. 

No sooner was this fact re¬ 
vealed than Ko-Ko himself ap¬ 
peared, played with campy, quee- 
ny zeal by the delightful Christo¬ 
pher Walkey, whose Ko-Ko could 
swing an ax with flair, but could¬ 
n’t so much as harm a flea. With 
brisk little steps and a tight little 
pucker, Ko-Ko dizzily ran through 
his list of potential beheading vic¬ 
tims. Here the Lamplighters took 
a bit of liberty, allowing Walkey to 
re-write the lyrics to “They’ll 
None of ’Em Be Missed,” updat¬ 
ing it for the times. Where G&S 
found dispensable such folk as 
“the idiot who praises, with en¬ 
thusiastic tone,/ All centuries but 
this, and every country but his 
own;/ And the lady from the

Stormy weather 

As the rear scrim turned an 
eerie blood-red, with a flourish 
the crone Katisha (Christine Ma- 
comber) entered Titipu, accom¬ 
panied by her two spear-wielding 
assistants, all arrayed in blood-red 
costumes and carrying red war¬ 
riors’ banners. The mood turned 
dark, and storm clouds gathered 
as the dour Katisha declared she’d 
come for her promised lover, 
Nanki-Poo! 

The plot got sillier from there, 
and delightful as the music and 
performances were, the show did 
drag on a bit, and one wished The 
Mikado weren’t quite so Victorian

provinces, who dresses like a guy,” 
now the list included “people who 
go camping ’cause they want to be 
alone,/ Who bring along their lap¬ 
top, DVD and cellular phone,” 
and, “All the Senators and Con¬ 
gressmen who send our kids to 
war,/ Perhaps they should enlist 
— I don’t think they’d be missed.” 

At this, the audience broke 
into spontaneous, enthusiastic 
applause, a surprise given the pre¬ 
dominance of senior citizens in 
the crowd, but this is San Francis¬ 
co. Walkey gauged his audience 
and its politics correctly. The re¬ 
vised lyrics were a fresh breeze 
blowing through an otherwise 
musty 19th-century comedy. 

When Yum-Yum (Jennifer 
Ashworth) emerged with her en¬ 
tourage, their lightly flower-pat¬ 
terned pastel kimonos dazzled the 
eye, and their voices enchanted as 
they sang the famous “Three Little 
Maids from School Are We,” a 
perky number which advanced 
the plot hardly at all, but was 
sheer delight nonetheless, mar¬ 
velously showcasing the women’s 
voices and allowing us to behold 
Yum-Yum’s beauty and charm. 
Ashworth excelled in the role, giv¬ 
ing a full-bodied portrayal of the 
young temptress, her powerful 
voice a delight. 

Meanwhile, Nanki-Poo has 
been warned. Would he heed the 
advice? Of course not! As expect¬ 
ed, he and Yum-Yum kissed and 
bound their fates, offering Ko-Ko 
the perfect opportunity for a 
friendly beheading, loathe as he is 
to take a life. Yet he had no choice, 
having been commanded by the 
Mikado to undertake a beheading 
within the month or suffer the 
consequences. Alas, Ko-Ko re¬ 
mained unaware that his chosen, 
all-too-willing victim, Nanki-Poo, 
who has become suicidal over 
Yum-Yum’s pending marriage to 
Ko-Ko, is in fact the son of the 
Mikado, in disguise. It’s a classic 
G&S set-up, and the plotlines 
twist familiarly from there. 


in its pacing. In those earlier days, 
things moved leisurely, but modern 
audiences (though not, perhaps, 
the gray-haired folks) are used to 
getting quicker to the point. 

Despite the trappings of 
Japanese feudal society, every¬ 
thing in The Mikado is sung and 
acted in very proper Queen’s Eng¬ 
lish, and fortunately none in the 
cast try to act, or even particular¬ 
ly look, Japanese. Instead, they act 
like Savoyards were meant to act: 
like Brits in Japanese drag. ▼

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Ramones forever 

'End of the Century 1 rocks out

love songs about extraterrestri¬ 
al life.” 

“Not when they’re per¬ 
formed by extraterrestrials.” 

Woody Allen’s barb against a 
rock group with hair bigger than 
their heads was not aimed at The 
Ramones, but as a kick-ass new 
film illustrates, most of New York 
probably looked at this protean 
punk band with their leather jack¬ 
ets and pudding-bowl haircuts as 
if they were, in Woody’s words, 
“about to take hostages.” 

In End of the Century: The 
Story of the Ramones, filmmakers 
Michael Gramaglia and Jim Fields 



give us a richly detailed account of 
the 22-year history of a band that 
was, at times, widely popular in 
Britain and Brazil, but could bare¬ 
ly muster a heartbeat of interest 
on the Billboard pop charts. 

Born at midcentury and raised 
in an unfashionable slab of Queens 
by parents who lacked the slightest 
clue that they were raising future 
member's of The Rock ’n’ Roll Hall 
of Fame, the kids who would be¬ 
come The Ramones at times lacked 
any discernible ambition them¬ 
selves. “We’d hang out, sniff glue, 
smoke pot, listen to the Stooges.” 

Each of the “brothers” had per¬ 
sonalities as distinct as those 
found in different breeds of dogs. 
Joey Ramone (Jeffrey Hyman, vo¬ 
cals), carrying the canine 
metaphor to its logical absurdity, 
was the v big puppy of the group, as 
if a high-strung Afghan had been 
taught to stand upright, play a gui¬ 
tar, and sing to boot. Diagnosed in 
childhood with an emotional dis¬ 



order, joining a rock band for Joey 
was a last gasp at joining adult life, 
in a job where your liabilities 
could be seen as assets. 

Joey’s actual biological sibling 
comments on the rocky time the 
lead-singer-to-be had fitting into 
a pre-Ramones band. “I saw my 
brother Joey on stage, and he had 
gone through a transformation 
like Jerry Lewis in The Nutty Pro¬ 
fessor. A week later, they [the other 
band] had thrown him out be¬ 
cause he wasn’t pretty enough.” 

Dee Dee Ramone (Douglas 
Colvin, bass) is the brother who 
walked on the wild side, in this 
case New York’s 53rd and 3rd, a 
notorious “chicken hawk” corner, 
where Dee Dee could be spied 
picking up tricks. 

Johnny (John Cummings, gui¬ 
tar) was the band member who 
most lived up to the early myth 
that these scruffy misfits were 
closet Nazis. Johnny is quoted 
calling himself “a Nixon man in 
1970, pretty hard-core.” 

Roadie show 

In some ways, The Ramones 
were a shot across the bow of 
rock’s establishment, a shot iron¬ 
ically heard July 4, 1976, when 
the group played a wildly suc¬ 
cessful English concert. The con¬ 
cert would fuel the punkish am¬ 
bitions of the even more flam¬ 
boyant Sex Pistols, who would 
later steal the Ramones’ lunch on 
their New York home-turf. But 


for a moment, the taste of fame, 
booze and broads was The Ra¬ 
mones’ for the asking. As their 
first manager, Danny Fields, 
quips, “You can tell it’s going over 
if everybody is lining up to fuck 
the roadies!” 

End of the Century gives us 
slices of the band’s inner life that 
cut deep. It’s almost as if The Ra¬ 
mones and their rag-tag camp- 
followers are taking pieces out of 
their flesh as they recall that, after 
22 years on the cutting edge of 
every fad to blow through the 
rock world, The Ramones’ 15 
minutes of pop fame came in the 
1979 exploitation movie Rock ’«’ 
Roll High School. As newbie C.J. 
concludes, “When alternative 
music broke [Nirvana, Green Day, 
Pearl Jam], this was our moment. 
But we couldn’t hit.” 

A priceless collection of early 
punk video-footage documents 
the early days of head-banging 
punk, when once-unpopular kids 
made the mosh-pit their Olympic 


venue of choice. Especially price¬ 
less are early scenes from CBGB’s, 
where a typical night’s crowd was 
a mix of genuine Bowery bums 
nursing boilermakers, and rival 
band members trying to catch a 
whiff of fame. 

While not as tabloid-trashy as 
the average episode of VH-2’s Be¬ 
hind the Headlines, Gramaglia and 
Fields do dish the kind of dirt that 
reveals the personal pain the guys 
played through: Johnny stole 
Joey’s girl and broke his heart, and 
the two “brothers” would spend 
half the group’s history touring 
but not talking. 

The Ramones proved you 
could overcome so much — bad 
hair, bad skin, bad musicianship 
— and still not make it. As much 
an epitaph as anything else in this 
highly entertaining if truly sad 
story is a comment towards the 
end: “Joey took everything that 
was wrong with him through the 
punk philosophy: celebrate what 
is shitty.” Opens Friday. ▼

Castro Theatre hosts 'Fanny & Alexander'

gill anny & Alexander, playing 
ip the Castro Theatre Aug. 27- 
§ Sept. 2, is a great film with 
a very misleading title. It could 
have been called The Bishop & 
Alexander, or Ismael & Alexander, 
The Ghost & Alexander, or Alexan¬ 
der & Alexander, because for all 
director Ingmar Bergman may 
have loved his great adult screen- 
heroines, he couldn’t muster up 
any interest in this little 8-year-old 
girl, Fanny. But who cares when 
we’re talking about a film with 
more than a dozen fine roles for 
Bergman’s family of actors? 

The film recalls a time, 1907, in 
Bergman’s own hometown, Upp¬ 
sala, Sweden, when the extended 
bourgeois family could be the 
center of the world for a young 
boy who hasn’t outgrown his 
short pants, and is just coming to 
grips with an overheated imagi¬ 
nation. Fanny & Alexander is a 
great artist’s fevered dream of a 
time when the modern world 
made as much sense as it ever 
would, yet hadn’t lost its com¬ 
mand of the supernatural. Ghosts, 
mummies, demonic marionettes, 
androgynous witches and evil 
bishops could seen without the 
condescension of kitsch, their 
fearsome powers intact. 

It was a time when an aging ma¬ 
triarch could command a bevy of 
servants almost as numerous as her 
family, yet still feel alone. Two-thirds 
of the way through the film, Helena 
Ekdahl (Gunn Wallgren) finds her¬ 
self chatting nostalgically with the 
ghost of her recently deceased son 
Oscar, the speech a kind of epitaph

from a filmmaker who was quitting 
at the height of powers. 

“Yes, Oscar, that’s just how it is. 
One is old and a child at the same 
time, and cannot understand what 
became of all those long years in- 
between that were considered so 
important. Here I sit, growing 
melancholy, and thinking that the 
time was all too short.” 

While Bergman concerns him¬ 
self with his adult characters, they 
are mostly viewed through the 
prism of Alexander’s developing 
imagination, as if the ne’er-do- 
well uncle who farts as a party 
game to amuse the children, or 
the lecherous uncle who mounts 
the servants while handing out 
property deeds to salve his con¬ 
science, or the father who has a 
stroke while performing Shake¬ 
speare badly, were just bad dreams 
and not people the boy should 
fear becoming. 

Fanny’s moment 

The movie begins with a mag¬ 
nificent Christmas dinner set-piece 


that hypnotically unfolds before us 
as if in real, not cinema, time. Then, 
before we know it, the film goes 
into warp speed, the dying Oscar is 
carried through the snowy streets 
in a hand-pulled cart, Alexander 
recoils from his father’s death-rat¬ 
tle, and soon the boy finds himself 
in a deadly showdown with a vil¬ 
lainous stepfather, who has seduced 
his grieving and still attractively 
young mother. Fanny’s one great 
line to her mother, “Why did you 
marry the Bishop?” is never satis¬ 
factorily answered. 

It’s a tribute to Bergman’s great 
powers that, 22 years later, I find 
myself as angry with the Bishop 
(Jan Malmsjo) as the first time I 
spied him torturing poor Alexan¬ 
der with a choice of punishments. 
Alexander chooses a caning, which 
is as sadistically administered as if 
the Bishop’s barren fortress castle 
were in fact Gestapo headquarters. 

The movie’s finale yields all the 
creepy pleasures we could hope 
for in a great ghost story, and yet, 
unlike most contemporary horror 
films, it refuses to surrender its se¬ 
crets for the sake of a cheap thrill. 

Alexander’s encounter with 
the mysterious Ismael remains a 
special treat for queer audiences. 
For years I’ve wondered if I saw 
what I thought I saw. That’s movie 
magic, and this most accessible of 
the great Bergman films is chock- 
full of it. This time, catch it more 
than once, for this treasure is still 
unavailable on DVD, although a 
European DVD of the 5-hour ver¬ 
sion for Swedish television is said 
to be in circulation. T

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Weapons of mass deception 

Instant documentary'Uncovered: The War on Iraq'

Ipll f all the films you’ll see this 
year on the election, this is 
the one that has the beef. 
Robert Greenwald, a filmmaker 
with a distinguished TV track- 
record making both documen¬ 
taries ( The Crooked E: The Un¬ 
shredded Truth About Enron for 
CBS) and docudramas ( The 
Burning Bed, a pioneering 1984 
drama made for NBC based on 
the true-life story of an abused 
housewife, proved that Farrah 
Fawcett could act) has now pro¬ 
duced an absolutely riveting 90- 
minute film with some of the 
year’s most incendiary talking 
heads. 

Greenwald opens the way 
many producers would conclude 
a similar effort, with each one of 
some 25 experts in the field of na¬ 
tional security giving their re¬ 
sumes and qualifications for set¬ 
ting the record straight on the 
Bush Administration’s decision to 
go to war in Iraq. An unspoken 
assumption lies behind every 
word spoken: Should Bush be re¬ 
elected, they’ll probably never 
work in this town again. 

Greenwald’s technique is dis¬ 
armingly simple: present each of 
the Administration’s core argu¬ 
ments made to the Congress, the 
United Nations, the media or the 
people, as they were presented at 
the time. Then bring on the ex¬ 
perts to refute these arguments, 


point by point. 

The editors are the true stars of 
this film. When National Security 
Advisor Condoleezza Rice is 
shown playing the nuclear card in 
the rush to war, “We don’t want 
the smoking gun to be a mush¬ 
room cloud,” her image is re¬ 
placed by Bush repeating this ar¬ 
gument, almost word for word. 

In one segment, the President 
is seen asserting, “Saddam Hussein 
had the materials to produce as 
much as 500 tons of saran, mus¬ 
tard and VX nerve agent.” Ray Mc- 
Goverin, for 26 years a CIA ana¬ 
lyst, replies, “So the [Administra¬ 
tion] is telling us that our conser¬ 
vative estimate is that Iraq pos¬ 
sesses between 100 and 500 tons of 
chemical weapons agent. Where 
are they? What happened to them? 
It was a masterful performance, 
but none of it was true.” 

UN weapons inspector Hans 
Blix is then heard. “It’s somewhat 
puzzling, I think, that you can 
have 100% certainty about the 
weapons of mass destruction’s ex¬ 
istence, and zero certainty about 
where they are.” 

Instead of hearing Richard 
Clarke, the former domestic ter¬ 
rorism advisor to both Clinton 
and Bush, attacking the Adminis¬ 
tration on 60 Minutes, it’s as if 
you’re hearing 25 Richard Clarkes, 
all coming to the same alarming 
conclusions. 

The real thing 

The film has moments of 


humor, although not of the 
Michael Moore variety. When Sec¬ 
retary of State Colin Powell is seen 
holding up a vial of what he says 
is the kind of poison gas possessed 
by Saddam, former UN weapons 
inspector Scott Ritter, noting that 
most of this material has a notori¬ 
ously short shelf-life, quips, 
“That’s like saying Iraq was using 
Diet Coke as a weapon.” Replying 
to the criticism that the attacks are 
from left-wing ideologues, Ritter 
notes dryly, “If I’m an ideologue, 
then I’m a conservative ideologue. 
I voted for George W. Bush.” 

Greenwald has been getting 
praised and roasted for another of 
his instant documentaries, Out-

' e’re sure there have been 
| py shows other than the 
Olympics on the tube in 
the past week, because our TV 
Guide is just as plump as ever. But 
it seems, to borrow back a word 
the Republicans have tried to 
trademark as their own, unpatri¬ 
otic to be watching anything else. 

We admit, we used to be (in 
our not-too-distant youth) very 
athletic; we veer into lesbian 
stereotype in our love of sport. 
The Olympics is our kind of 
show, and there is something sim¬ 
ply fantastic about it beaming to 
us from Athens itself. NBC has 
done a spectacular job in presen¬ 
tation; the shots of Greece have 
been marvelous. It has been all 
Olympics, all the time on NBC 
since the Games opened, and 
we’ve just left the tube on 24/7 so 
as not to miss anything. 

It has been wonderful to see 
what real international competi¬ 
tion is supposed to look like. 
There have only been a few sour 
notes: the scandal of the Greek 
athletes allegedly staging a motor¬ 
cycle accident to avoid drug-test¬ 
ing; and the Iranian judo player 
disqualified for refusing to com¬ 
pete against an Israeli competitor 
because “Israel isn’t a country rec¬ 
ognized by Iran.” There has been 
almost no judging controversy: 
the question over Paul Hamm’s 
gold medal for All-Around gym¬ 
nastics posed by the Korean team 
seemed based on genuine confu¬ 


sion over the difficulty factor of 
both routines, not corrupt judges, 
as in the Winter Games’ ice-danc¬ 
ing scandal. 

The positives have far out¬ 
weighed the negatives in these 
Olympics. US competitors like the 
extraordinary Michael Phelps 
have made these Games a dream. 
Phelps isn’t just a swim¬ 
ming phenom and the 
most-medaled man 
at the Games, he’s a 
truly nice guy who, 
at 19, seems to have 
more grace and 
poise than most 
adults. His 
choice to give 
up his place in 
a relay to give 
a fellow team¬ 
mate the opportunity to medal 
was something, wasn’t it? Another 
nice guy is fellow gold medalist 
Gary Hall, Jr., following a three¬ 
time Olympic tradition set by his 
father. Hall talked about being di¬ 
abetic and the difficulties his dis¬ 
ease added to his competition. He 
noted that his achievement should 
stand for other diabetics as an ex¬ 
ample of all they can do, despite 
the life-threatening illness. 

Texas rose 

Aside from Phelps and Hall, 
there have been many others 
whose names will forever resound 
in sports history: Natalie Cough¬ 
lin, the young swimmer who won 
more medals than any other 
woman at these Games; Amanda 
Beard, a gold medalist in her third 


Olympics; Lauryn Hill, a new 
champion runner at 20; and Gail 
Devers, a legend at 37 in her third 
Olympics. Paul Hamm, contro¬ 
versy or not, was fantastic (as was 
his twin brother, Morgan), help¬ 
ing the US men’s gymnastics team 
break a decades-long hiatus in 
medals. Carly Patterson, 16, who 
won gold for All-Around 

women’s gymnastics, 
proved that something 
good for America 
could come out of 
Texas. The US women’s 
basketball team proved 
that teamwork is the 
true basis of 
sport (we think 
the fantastic 
Larry Brown 
wished he’d 
been coaching them, instead of 
his band of divas on the men’s 
team). We love Dawn Stalley! The 
women’s soccer team was equally 
superb (we love Mia Hamm), as 
was the softball team and our 
beach volleyball team. 

Merlene Ottey wasn’t an 
American player but a Jamaican 
runner who had been in several 
Olympics, medaling for her coun¬ 
try. This year, Jamaica refused to 
put her on the team because, at 
44, they said she was too old. We 
watched her come in third, run¬ 
ning for Slovenia (yes, Slovenia) 
beside two of her former Ja¬ 
maican teammates. Wow! 

The 28th Olympiad may have 
been the best, and NBC’s coverage 
was definitely the best we’ve seen. 
Bob Costas is one of the best 
sportscasters in TV history: fair, 
knowledgeable, devoid of jingois¬ 
tic cant and really focused on the 
players. 

The biggest scandal of the 
Olympics was the empty seats, the 
legacy of terrorism, no doubt. But 
the players were magnificent, and 
for us watching from our coach- 
potato status, it was thrilling to 
see the exquisite bodies and su¬ 
perb athleticism, marvelous to 
hear the tales of hardships over¬ 
come. Americans like to win, and 
win we did, but fairly and with 
dignity. A lesson little Carly Pat¬ 
terson could teach to her fellow 
Texan, perhaps. 

Jersey story 

There might not have been 
game-leveling scandals in Athens, 
but back in New Jersey, it was a 
different story. TV continues to 
focus on the ever-evolving tale of 
the Governor and the Blackmail¬ 
er. Over on the East Coast, the 
news is daily and dramatic as the 
story of Jim McGreevey and his 


alleged lover, Israeli citizen Golan 
Cipel, plays out. It’s two weeks 
today since McGreevey stunned 
New Jerseyians and the rest of 
America by asserting that he was 
resigning and declaring that he is 
“a gay American,” making him the 
highest-ranking public official to 
come out. 

The story is so big now, NBC 
even has its own reporter in Israel 
to stalk Cipel and his neighbors, 
trying to get the real scoop on the 
man who says he is merely a vic¬ 
tim of sexual harassment (where’s 
the lawsuit?) and a political ma¬ 
chine. On August 19, the NBC af¬ 
filiate in Philadelphia interviewed 
New Jerseyian Dr. Michael David 
Miller, who asserted he, too, had 
been Cipel’s lover. Then, in an¬ 
other odd twist on August 20, 
Miller was arrested for allegedly 
impersonating a CIA agent. 

The TV reports from Israel 
have been contradictory. Some 
friends of Cipel’s claim he was 
“surrounded by beautiful girls” (of 
course, McGreevey has been mar¬ 
ried twice, to very attractive 
women) yet can name no names, 
but some other neighbors claim to 
have seen him kissing men in cars. 

No doubt this story will contin¬ 
ue to play big on the tube in com¬ 
ing weeks. The remarkable thing 
for us has been the reaction of the 
regular Joes and Janes in New Jer¬ 
sey. Nearly all of them have been 
compassionate and supportive of 
McGreevey, noting that his sexual¬ 
ity is no reason to resign. (The 
scandal over putting Cipel in a po¬ 
sition for which he was unqualified 
is something else entirely.) Most 
have referred to him as “brave,” and 
these are not queer New Jerseyians. 
If the man and woman on the 
street in the gay governor’s state are 
to be believed, we may have come 
a lot further than our President and 
his hate-mongering would lead us 
to believe. 

That is certainly the position 
ABC is taking as its long-running 
soap One Life to Live tackles the 
jalapeno-hot-button issue of gay 
marriage. After nearly a year of 
rumors, in late July the show in¬ 
troduced the character of Mark 
(he’s not established enough yet 
to have a last name) into the col¬ 
lege crowd at Llanview U. Two 
weeks ago (coincidentally, on the 
day of McGreevey’s announce¬ 
ment), Mark came out to his fel¬ 
low roommates at the Love Shack, 
prompting Nick, the homophobic 
football jock, to demand another 
roommate. 

Mark was compelled to come 
out after overhearing his best 
friend, Marcie, whose brother Eric 


is gay, defending Eric’s decision to 
marry his boyfriend of two years. 
(Marcie comes from a working- 
class New Jersey family of homo- 
phobic men and goes to school in 
Llanview, PA, where OLTL is set. 
One wonders if McGreevey’s 
name will come up in future dis¬ 
cussions with her family.) Marcie 
is now at odds with her older 
brother Ron, who thinks Eric is 
throwing his sexuality in his fam¬ 
ily’s faces, and with her boyfriend 
Michael, who has a homophobic 
streak. Meanwhile, back at the 
Love Shack, the group voted to 
keep Mark on board, effectively 
denouncing Nick for his homo¬ 
phobia and sneering at his com¬ 
ments about Adam and Eve, not 
Adam and Steve. 

It’s a tricky storyline, even 
though ABC soaps are known for 
developing their plots well. All My 
Children has had a long-running 
front-burner lesbian storyline 
with Bianca, and previously had 
the only other gay storyline on 
daytime. 

Unlike Bianca on AMC, how¬ 
ever, Mark is an unknown charac¬ 
ter whose only link to the estab¬ 
lished cast is Marcie, who is a 
beloved fan-fave, but has no links 
to the show’s major families. Mar- 
cie’s brother Eric, slated, accord¬ 
ing to our sources, to come to 
Llanview in September or Octo¬ 
ber, will be more connected, but 
the show takes risks in threaten¬ 
ing the very popular team of Mar¬ 
cie and her boyfriend Al with a 
break-up over gay marriage. It’s 
interesting and risky; stay tuned. 

Oprah, puh-leeze! 

Risky would be the word to de¬ 
scribe putting an unhappy Oprah 
on one’s jury. The daytime diva 
gets jeers and cheers simultane¬ 
ously for her three-day stint as a 
juror on a murder case in Chica¬ 
go. Oprah kicked and screamed 
her way to court, behaving badly 
in clips that were aired repeatedly 
on news and tabloid-TV shows. 
Even her longtime companion 
Steadman was on Good Morning 
America, telling Diane Sawyer that 
she shouldn’t be a juror. Her worst 
comment for the cameras (re¬ 
member, it’s a murder case): “I 
hope it isn’t going to take longer 
than a week, because I have shows 
to do.” 

This from the woman who 
regularly does programs on peo¬ 
ple wrongly convicted? 

The case wrapped quickly (un¬ 
like, say, Scott Petersen’s trial) 
since both victim and murderer 
were black. Afterward, Oprah was 
all aglow with her civic experi¬ 
ence. She plans to have her fellow 
jurors (who all loved how she 
brought them trail mix in baggies, 
according to Celebrity Justice ) on 
her show next week. 

We have this to say to Oprah, 
whom we have long admired: 
This was (and remains) an oppor¬ 
tunity to discuss the criminal jus¬ 
tice system and the jury system, 
and how most middle-class peo¬ 
ple can weasel their way out of 
serving, as Oprah had already 
done twice. Much was made of 
how Oprah would only be paid 
the day rate for every juror 
($17.20 a day), but Oprah did not 
take the opportunity to assert that 
this penalizes the poor and work¬ 
ing-class folks who end up on ju¬ 
ries, and who don’t have millions 
in the bank to fall back on. 

This was a golden opportunity 
for Oprah to capitalize on her role 
as spokesperson for the voiceless 
in American society, and she blew 
it. ▼

Cal Shakes' Importance' sparkles

ne of the miracles of The 
'■ Importance of Being Earnest 
is how, even after multiple 
encounters, it can still reveal a de¬ 
licious line that may have gone 
unnoted before. There are so 
many delicious lines in Oscar 
Wilde’s play that each new pro¬ 
duction is bound to spark in dif¬ 
ferent places and in different 
ways. 

There are indeed times, for me 
at least, when the California 
Shakespeare Theatre production 
illuminates lines unappreciated 


before. And there were also plen¬ 
ty of times when well-remem¬ 
bered dialogue and situations 
elicited laughter anew. But it must 
also be said that the production 
can fumble in its attempts to en¬ 
liven the familiar text on the ex¬ 
pansive outdoor set of the Bruns 
Amphitheater. 

We will forgive the giant wink¬ 
ing head of Oscar Wilde that is 
rolled on for the final act, and 
note that it is in the first act where 
the precisely crafted language 
takes the biggest hit. Part of the 
problem is a miscast Andy Mur¬ 
ray as the bon vivant bachelor Al¬ 
gernon Moncrieff, who now looks 


The men we love 


SF Jazz festival to come 


During a recent interview with 
Charlie Rose, Veloso explained his 
new disc in English as more than 
mere admiration of American 
music. He grew up listening to 
great pop songs that helped shape 
his entire philosophy and attitude. 

Learning his second language 
during years of political exile in 
London, he still resisted releasing 
a disc in English until 1987. That 
may explain his relative lack of 
fame in the States, but A Foreign 
Sound could win him a new gen¬ 
eration of followers. 

At an astonishingly virile 62, 
Veloso still maintains his trade¬ 
mark lyric tenor, even if it is 
marked now by a hint of sexy, 
world-weary smokiness. His taste 
in music has kept its youthful 
edge, as well. 

The disc covers most of the 
previous century, from beloved 
standards of the ’30s and ’40s to 
early ’50s rock, ’60s folk, ’70s 
kitsch and contemporary ballads. 
Kurt Cobain’s “Come As You Are” 
and interpretations of Talking 
Heads and Stevie Wonder tunes 
are all remarkably effective. 

Critics and fans appear con¬ 
flicted by the eclecticism of the 
material, but Veloso knows what 
he is doing. He has said he can’t 
and won’t compete with the gi¬ 
gantic English-speaking market. 
He simply loves the music and 
wants to make his own commen¬ 
tary. He even opens with a won¬ 
derfully ironic rendition of “Car- 
ioca,” that sweetly naive American 
vision of what Brazil is all about. 

Married twice and backed on 
the recording by his guitarist son, 
Veloso nevertheless wrote in his 
memoirs of falling in love with a 
man at age 19. His heart-wrench¬ 
ing cover of “The Man I Love” is 
unapologetic and true to the 
artist’s unending integrity. It is the 
high point of a complex and fas¬ 
cinating musical document.

(Halloween night at the Palace of 
Fine Arts Theatre) and R8cB leg¬ 
end Etta James (Masonic Audito¬ 
rium, Nov. 6) to seasoned instru¬ 
mentalists. Guitarist Jim Hall 
(Herbst, Nov. 4) and pianist Dick 
Hyman (part of a Fats Waller 
100th birthday celebration at 
Davies Hall in Oct.) are sched¬ 
uled, along with newcomers like 
classical violinist Tasmin Little 
(Grace Cathedral, Nov. 5). The 
Jazz Passengers are providing live 
accompaniment for two 3-D 
screenings of Creature from the 
Black Lagoon in October! 

The entire schedule sounds en¬ 
ticing, but two coming attractions 
have recently released compact 
discs that should help get you in 
the groove and give some feeling 
for the broad array of talent. 


Caetano Veloso 
A Foreign Sound 
Nonesuch (2004)

International superstar Cae¬ 
tano Veloso is often called the 
John Lennon or Bob Dylan of 
Brazil, and his cultural signifi¬ 
cance is undeniable. For more 
than 40 years, he has stood true to 
his radical testament of love, tol¬ 
erance and freedom with his 
music, poetry and activism. 


a bit like a B-movie thug and who 
barks out his lines with little deli¬ 
cacy. 

Director Jonathan Moscone 
has reimagined Algernon’s Lon¬ 
don townhouse as a kind of Turk¬ 
ish-themed bachelor pad, and its 
owner as a burly exhibitionist 
who entertains his male friends in 
his undershorts and sequined 
slippers. When best buddy Jack 
comes by for a visit, Algernon lit¬ 
erally presses the flesh to remind 
us, in case we have forgotten, that 
the play was written by a merry 
sodomite. But Anthony Fusco, as 
Jack, does hit the right notes as he 
suggests a Niles Crane fussiness 
that contrasts considerably with 
Murray’s Algernon. 

The arrival of Algernon’s impe¬ 
rious aunt, Lady Bracknell, helps 
center the tone of the first act, al¬ 
though Dominique Lozano is too 
young to really pull off the ridicu¬ 
lous grandeur of one of the great¬ 
est comic characters ever con¬ 
ceived. The production fares much 
better in the second and third acts, 
in which the strongest performers 
get the most chance to shine. 

Particularly delightful are the 
tete a tetes between Gwendolyn 
Fairfax and Cecily Cardew, crisply 
played by Julie Eccles and Susan¬ 
nah Schulman, as these young 
ladies alternately heap unctuous 
praise and refined scorn upon one 
another. Nancy Carlin as the prim 
tutor Miss Prism and L. Peter Cal¬ 
lender as the giddily celibate Rev. 
Chasuble bring more fun to their

scenes with their chary courtship. 

There is a modern minimalism 
to Kate Edmund’s sets (aside from 
the corniness of the winking 
Wilde effigy), and the cast takes its 
curtain call to the strains of David 
Bowie’s “Modern Love.” But The 
Importance of Being Earnest is a 
play that is wondrously rooted in 
the mores and customs of its time. 
If it is the harbinger of the eventu¬ 


al sexual revolution, it is indis¬ 
creet, as Lady Bracknell might say, 
to call undo attention to the news.

aving established her pert 
§' I and perky credentials with 
the Legally Blonde fran¬ 
chise, Reese Witherspoon now 
tackles the lead in Mira Nair’s ren¬ 
dering of William Makepeace 
Thackeray’s novel Vanity Fair. The 
classic British anti-heroine Becky 
Sharp turns out to be in good 
hands. The indomitable Wither¬ 
spoon not only manages to carry 
the picture on her fragile shoul¬ 
ders, but she marshals essential 
qualities from her personal arse¬ 
nal that make the character more 
palatable than she is on the page. 

Vanity Fair is the kind of saga 
that typically unfolds as a mini¬ 
series on Masterpiece Theatre. 
Thackeray’s novel is framed as a 


multigenerational class struggle 
involving a penniless orphan, 
Becky Sharp, who moves from 
servitude to a job as a governess; 
marriage to a dashing cad, Raw- 
don Crawley (James Purefoy); 
motherhood; and eventual dis¬ 
grace at the hands of her chosen 
benefactor, the Marquess of Styne 
(Gabriel Byrne). 

Sharp learns that climbing the 
social ladder of 19th-century Eng¬ 
land is no easy task, especially 
when one starts as a charity case 
who scrubs the floors of a girl’s 
school. At the end of the story, 
Sharp is dealing blackjack at a 
casino in Baden Baden, Germany, 
and hanging out with a pair of 
heavily made-up young men, who 
put swish in the Alps. I don’t be¬ 
lieve previous versions of the 
Thackeray tale suggested that so¬ 


cial ostracism could turn a mid¬ 
dle-aged woman into a pre-Victo- 
rian fag hag, but the inference is 
unavoidable here. What the view¬ 
er should make of this curiosity 
remains unclear. 

Thackeray’s narrative is a saga 
that places the heroine squarely in 
the cross-hairs of social conven¬ 
tion, fending off the consequences 
of her dogged self-determination 
at every turn. Sharp may be seen 
as an early feminist, but the soci¬ 
ety-vs.-individual conflict is time¬ 
less and international. Mira Nair’s 
direction places heavier emphasis 
on the Indian elements of Thack¬ 
eray’s tale, but this neither sur¬ 
prises nor detracts from the over¬ 
all impact of the movie. Nair’s 
previous films Monsoon Wedding 
and Salaam Bombay explored the 
social milieu of her native India, 
with beautiful visuals, and she 
brings a similar sensibility to her 
current task. 

Quality people 

An exquisite production de¬ 
sign by Maria Djurkovic helps the 
saga go down smoothly; and a

screenplay by Matthew Faulk, 
Mark Skeet, and Julian Fellowes 
tames the beast of Thackeray’s 
epic as well as could reasonably be 
expected. Memorable supporting 
performances include a wonder¬ 
ful Eileen Atkins as the misan¬ 
thropic Aunt Matilda; Bob 
Hoskins as the declasse Sir Pitt; 
and James Purefoy as the hand¬ 
some ne’er-do-well Rawdon 
Crawley. Gabriel Byrne’s flinty 
turn as the Marquess of Styne 
brings an appropriately malevo¬ 
lent quality to the proceedings. 
But Jonathan Rhys Meyers, who 
effectively portrays the arrogant 
jerk George Osborne, is in danger 
of having a career as one-dimen¬ 
sional as George Sanders. If Rhys 
Meyers doesn’t soon assay some 
likable roles, his future in film will 
be sealed in vitriol. 

Yet the centerpiece of the 
movie is Witherspoon’s Sharp, 
who turns out to be something of 
a cinematic amalgam of Scarlett 
O’Hara, Emma Bovary, and Aun¬ 
tie Marne. In the 1935 film ver¬ 
sion, Miriam Hopkins’ Sharp was 
brittle and unlikable, but Wither-

spoon burnishes the edges of this 
character with an overriding sense 
of benevolent spunkiness that ef¬ 
fectively trumps Sharp’s more 
strident qualities. In the process, 
she creates a heroine whose opti¬ 
mism and honesty nicely balance 
her more manipulative, venal as¬ 
pirations. The ability to make a 
potentially unlikable character 
appealing is one of the hallmarks 
of a genuine movie star, and with 
Vanity Fair , Witherspoon assures 
herself a place in the current fir¬ 
mament. T

stitutionalized, a situation that 
must be kept secret, lest it allow 
Her Majesty’s enemies to harm 
the Empire.

Cedric, still convinced that he 
previously saved the Queen from 
harm — in truth, it was the 
G.E.O.R.G.I.E Girls who prevent¬ 
ed the coup, but they are so secret 
that Miss Tuppenny let him take 
the credit and get rewarded with a 
knighthood — also finds a 
boyfriend, the American agent 
Fred Bivens, who, like his English 
counterpart, is responsible for of¬ 
fice supplies. Jane’s ex-girlfriend 
Mimi is among those involved in 
the intrigue, adding to the confu¬ 
sion and fun. 

The plot complications are as 
intricate as a Swiss watch and as 
farcical as The Ritz and the origi¬ 
nal La Cage Aux Folles. Maney cre¬ 
ates memorable, hilarious charac¬ 
ters. They are both touchingly real 
and stereotypical. She places them 
in situations that are brilliant 
send-ups of the era, making the 
book hard to put down, except to 
wipe away tears of laughter. She 
deftly recreates the age of towering 
bouffant hairdos held in place for 
weeks by enormous amounts of 
Aqua Net, cold-war rivalry and 
paranoia, inflatable furniture, 
Mary Quant outfits, outrageous 
Ian Fleming gadgetry, frozen 
foods, Jello, America’s pre-Julia

— recording artist Julia Fordham 
returns with her eighth studio 
album, That's Life (Vanguard). 
Sticking with the successful blue¬ 
eyed soul formula that made Con¬ 
crete Love such a solid effort, 
Fordham embodies the spirit of 
Hi Records on “Walking on the 
Water,” then slips into a pair of 
well-worn Wranglers for the con¬ 
temporary country ballad “Perfect 
Me,” beautifully illustrating her 
versatility. I had the pleasure of 
speaking with Fordham shortly 
before the new disc’s release. 

Gregg Shapiro: That's Life was 
released on August 10 7 your 
birthday. Would you say you're a 
typical Leo? 

Julia Fordham: That’s so fan¬ 
tastically show-biz! Am I a typical 
Leo? In some ways, I suppose, be¬ 
cause I’m outgoing. But some¬ 
times I can be shy. I don’t know. 
It’s a little bit confusing. But I am 
generous, and that’s meant to be a 
tiger trait. I have got a long, gold¬ 
en mane of hair, and that’s meant 
to be another one. But I did read 
my Chinese sign, in which I am 
actually a Leo tiger, and that was 
pretty accurate. 

The new disc is brimming with 
blue-eyed soul, especially with the 
Billy Preston organ parts on 
"Sugar" and "Jump." 

The blue-eyed soul thing is 
something that we stumbled on 
with Concrete Love. I started in the 
folk clubs, then moved over to the 
jazz world. More recently, I’ve re¬ 
ally felt the magic of people like 
India.Arie, Erykah Badu and Jill 
Scott. These great singers made an 
impression on what I do. One of 
the first artists I ever heard was 
Stevie Wonder. I was 14. The first 
record my parents bought was 
Neil Young. My little best mate 
down the road, her mom bought 
Stevie Wonder. Those two records 
have kind of been the foundation 
of my life. 

Then I go off and do the Joni 
Mitchell/Joan Armatrading/Rick- 
ie Lee Jones thing, the “Three 
Joneses.” Then if you jump right 
forward, those other three R&B 
women that I was mentioning 
have been quite the life force. I 
think they are the people who 
have reinvented the singer/song¬ 
writer movement. To have that 
kind of seal of approval from 
India.Arie. She sang on Concrete 
Love . then flew into LA last week 
and sang the same song for my 
DVD, at the House of Blues. I feel 
like I’m sort of not in the club, but 
I have a bit of a guest part: to 
come in with all hearty approval 
of the troops. 

“Sugar” and “Jump” were our 
most successful attempts at trying 
to get that hybrid.

sued me, and I was like, “Why am

B y now you’ve heard all you want to know about that marvel 
of social networking, “Friendster,” the website that hooks 
you up with your friends and their friends. You get little 
thumbnail images of everybody all lined up, and when you dick 
on one you get to see your smiling friend up close, with descrip¬ 
tions of their hobbies, fantasies, best reads, best lays, who they’re 
looking to date, etc. Gradually you get to know everything about 
everybody in your circle and beyond.

How does the class-conscious 
fashion maven dress without selling out?” 

It looks like we’ll be dressing in style for the revolution! Check 
out tribe member Cassidy (pictured above) of Berkeley, California, 
a 24-year-old whose interests include “singing, dancing, loving, 
fucking, dreaming, doing,” and whose tribes include Dorfex Bos, 
El Circo, Glamour Goblins, Johnny Cash, LA Goth, Mystic Family 
Circus, the aformentioned Neiman Marxists, ONDAdesigns, and 
Radical Faeries. He’s got 70 friends (not as many as, say, Abraxas 
with 267 pals, all of whom he swears he knows personally) and 
Cassidy emailed to me that he’s a clothing designer and musician. 
His personal photo gallery includes images of himself modeling his 
clothing line, and it’s obvious he’s headed for success. The images 
also explains why he has so many friends.

Perloff said at the press confer¬ 
ence. “It only made me sad that it 
wasn’t in English and it wasn’t 
being seen in America.” 

A kind of dilated homage to 
German Expressionism, The Black 
Rider has its roots in a German 
folk tale. It is the story of Wilhelm 
(played by Matt McGrath), an in¬ 
tellectual clerk who must prove 
his skill as a hunter to gain the 
permission of a woodsman to 
marry his daughter. He strikes a 
deal with the devil for bullets that 
never miss their target. It’s a deal 
with tragic results that bear 
echoes of a tragedy that haunted 
Burroughs until his death in 1997. 

Horse crazy 

In her days as an aspiring rock 
star and longtime companion to 
Mick Jagger, Faithfull got to meet 
Burroughs. Like Burroughs, cele¬ 
brated for the hallucinogenic novel 
Naked Lunch, she experimented 
heavily with psychedelic drugs, and 
then suffered through a long and 
high-profile addiction to heroin. 

The most enduring trauma 
from those years was the loss of 
custody of her young son 
Nicholas because of drugs. They 
are now on good terms, and 
Faithfull is twice a grandmother. 

For Burroughs, it was the acci¬ 
dental shooting death of his wife 
during a drug-fueled game of 
William Tell. “My life is nothing 
compared to that kind of agony,” 
Faithfull said. “ The Black Rider is 
the last thing he wrote, and it’s the 
closest he could come to saying 
what happened. And his answer, 
in fact, is the devil made me do it.” 

Faithfull frankly chronicled

her own journey from rock royal¬ 
ty to life as a homeless junkie in a 
1995 autobiography. “My real 
feeling was that I would write that 
book and everybody would leave 
me alone,” she said during a con¬ 
versation following the press con¬ 
ference. “If they don’t, I’m going 
to stop doing interviews. It’s like 
having to play a part over and 
over again.” 

Faithfull had retreated to Ire¬ 
land for a long period of solitude 
When she wrote the autobiography. 
“It was like the preparation to love,” 
she said. “I think when I was young, 
I didn’t know how to love. I think 
I’ve learned that. It’s one of the best 
things about getting older.” 

Francois Ravard, the man she 
loves, is also her manager. “I don’t 
talk about that,” she said. “He 
doesn’t like it, but it’s obvious to 
anyone. So let’s just say, yes, there 
is a great love in my life.” 

In her autobiography, Faithfull 
wrote about numerous male and 
female lovers, and also alluded to 
Mick Jagger’s bisexuality. “I was 
careful, and I think I took some¬ 


thing out especially because I didn’t 
want to upset him too much,” she 
said. “I’m really very fond of him.” 

Jagger also spoiled Faithfull for 
life. “When we got into San Fran¬ 
cisco, we went to these nice little 
apartments that the theater has 
found for us. They aren’t quite as 
nice as I would like. I didn’t like 
the sheets. Unfortunately, I have 
been spoiled. By Mick. It was 
good for me to be able to remem¬ 
ber living on the streets or living 
in a squat. I was able to go, like, 
you idiot, just be happy you’ve got 
a nice little flat to go to. I would 
hate to be so spoiled that I didn’t 
understand my good fortune.” 

Poison penned 

After she’s done with The Black 
Rider, Faithfull will do a concert 
tour to promote her upcoming 
album. “Before the Poison,” the title 
song, evokes her own history with 
heroin, but she claimed, “It could be 
anything. It could be sex. It could be 
drugs. When I wrote it, I was trying 
to imagine what it would be like to 
be in a poisonous gas attack. I write 
myself into characters.” 

The press, she said, wants to 
assume all her songs are autobio¬ 
graphical. “But how much more 
interesting is it to take other sub¬ 
jects, filter them through my 
synapses, and see what comes out. 
You have to be very young and 
very self-involved to just write 
about yourself.” 

Faithfull’s career has been 
marked by long stretches between 
albums, concerts, and acting roles. 
The Black Rider marks her first 
stage performance in 11 years, and 
a Robert Wilson production is not 
the easiest way to make a return. 

In London, Wilson spent far 
more time on the elaborate tech¬ 
nical needs of the production 


than on traditional scene-study, 
and the cast never had a full run- 
through before facing its first au¬ 
dience. “Bob doesn’t really man¬ 
age time very well,” Faithfull said. 
“But it wasn’t like everybody else 
knew what was going on and I 
didn’t. I think Bob has a clear vi¬ 
sion, but it’s hard for him to ex¬ 
actly express it.” 

McGrath, whose New York 
credits include the emcee in 
Cabaret and the starring role in 
Hedwigand the Angry Inch, added, 
“You have to force yourself to trust 
this director. All the usual theatri¬ 
cal language goes out the window.” 

Faithfull felt intimidated at 
times during the London re¬ 
hearsals, and hopes to use the San 
Francisco run to deepen her char¬ 
acter. “I’m not as insecure, and 
I’m going to speak up more now,” 
she said. “I knew Burroughs, so I 


want to give my devil a soul, and 
that was very hard.” 

The pressures at times pushed 
the performers to the edge. “We 
had rows,” Faithfull said of herself 
and McGrath. “And I don’t rec¬ 
ommend it,” he added. 

“I’m terribly sorry about that,” 
Faithfull said to her co-star. “We 
have made up. It gets to be like 
we’re related. One of the things 
we’ve got to give to audiences is 
our delight in that. Do not worry. 
We are having a good time. A gay 
old time.” T

morning hours of September 1, 
an individual was arrested in front 
of Cliff’s. A few gays who were 
going into a nearby coffee shop 
made some comments. A police 
officer who would not give his 
badge number “told them if they 
did not move, they would be 
hauled off. They remained firm. A 
paddy wagon arrived. Indiscrimi¬ 
nate arrests were made. One man 
who went down to the Mission 
Station to complain about the po¬ 
lice actions was himself arrested 
for resisting arrest. 


“One of the arresting officers 
got his thrills by beating and kick¬ 
ing the gays,” Milk wrote in his re¬ 
port. “Of course, he wasn’t man 
enough to wear his police badge 
while he tried to prove his manli¬ 
ness. We will refer to him as Police 
Officer Chickenshit. A demand 
has been made for the immediate 
removal of this person and his 
partner from the Castro area.” 

As one of the Castro 14,1 can 
tell you that most of the gay men 
arrested had a blind innocence. 
Most of those arrested were clus¬ 
tered in front of Toad Hall, some 
casually talking, some into more 
serious cruising. I was a bit fur¬ 
ther down Castro Street, near 18th

Street when the arrests began, 
leaning against a postal storage 
mailbox that was there at the time. 
No, as some who know me might 
wonder, I did not have a bottle of 
Budweiser in my hand. 

The manhandling was quickly 
apparent to me when the arrests 
started, but I knew there was 
nothing I could do to stop it. As I 
looked on Castro next to the 
paddy wagon, I could see a shirt¬ 
less man flat on his stomach, his 
hands handcuffed behind him. 
The man did not appear to be 
moving. There was no apparent 
sign of breathing. I advanced to¬ 
ward him, realizing he might be 
suffocating from the lack of oxy¬ 
gen. By the time I was over him, a 
police officer grabbed my left arm, 
and I heard another police officer 
say, “Yes, him, too!” 

I was then propelled into the 
back of the paddy wagon. In a mo¬ 
ment, the shirtless man was thrown 
in, onto the floor. I shook his back 
with both my hands, he moaned, 
and I realized he was still alive. I 
told him, “You’re alright. You’re on 
your way to County Jail, I guess.” 

After that, I never saw him 
again. What I remember most

about those hours as we traveled 
first to Mission Station and then 
on to County Jail on Bryant Street 
was the seemingly endless succes¬ 
sion of concrete walls and cell 
bars. When I was finally booked 
for obstructing a sidewalk, I was 
led to a misdemeanor section to be 
assigned a bed. In front of a near¬ 
ly fully-occupied dorm cell, I was 
asked, “Are you a homosexual?” 

I figured I’d better admit it in 
front of him and take my beating, 


rather than going into a dorm cell 
and be severely roughed up by 
other inmates. So I said yes. He led 
me away and put me into Queen’s 
Tank, the cell area in County Jail 
at the time set aside for homosex¬ 
uals, Drag Queens, transvestites 
and transsexuals. 

“At the court arraignment on 
September 3, all of the Castro 14 
joined together in a moment of 
solidarity by pleading innocent 
of all charges, with their decision 
greeted by applause from those 
who graced their moral support 
by attending the arraignment,” 
Milk reported. A legal defense 
fund was set up, with contribu¬ 
tions collected at Harvey Milk’s 
Castro Camera. Anyone who 
witnessed the events was asked 
to leave names and phone num¬ 
bers at his establishment, for 
later contact by the legal defense 
team. 

The gay community would flex 
the legal arm of its body politic 
that year, winniflg its lawsuit 
against the city over the arrests. 
What the Stonewall Riots had done 
in New York City in 1969, the ar¬ 
rest of the Castro 14 would help do 
for San Francisco in 1974. T

Jorge Rossy is, like Veloso’s disc, a 
seeming mishmash of standards, 
hardcore bop and contemporary 
pop. It is also softer-edged than 
recent utterances. 

That still doesn’t keep it from 
turning out to be the feel-good 
jazz set of the year. Mehldau chose 
a Cole Porter tune, “Anything 
Goes,” as the title track, but an¬ 
other item, the opening “Get 
Happy” by Harold Arlen, might 
have been more accurate. 

Sometimes stating and then 
deconstructing a well-known 



melody, Mehldau will occasional¬ 
ly and slyly back into a standard. 
There are some delicious “aha!” 
moments as the tune comes slow¬ 
ly into focus. A straightforward 
glide through Henry Mancini’s 


“Dreamsville” is contrasted with 
a driving Thelonious Monk 
“Skippy” and a surprisingly 
poignant take on Paul Simon’s 
“Still Crazy After All These Years.” 
There is a pleasing nod to Radio¬ 
head, too. 

Let Mehldau improvise on his 
solo discs, sometimes as divinely 
meditative as Rubalcaba. Anything 
Goes is a simpler exercise in the 
sheer joy of music — a little 
loopy, but a fine introduction to 
the trio’s tight ensemble. ▼

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Rescued from musical history 

Shostakovich's two piano concertos out on disc

hostakovich’s two piano 
concertos throw double- 
fisted punches at the swipe 
that had there been Prozac, there 
might not have been 
Shostakovich. These effervescent, 
sometimes outright clownish, gay 
(in the ooold sense of the word) 
pieces, which only occasionally 
slip into the biting irony or pool¬ 
ing melancholy usually associated 
with this composer’s music, bal¬ 
ance our view of this multifaceted 
and still imperfectly understood 
20th-century master. 

Two recently released CDs fea¬ 
turing both concertos shine light 
on these important pieces from 
different angles. Marc-Andre 
Hamelin’s pair (Hyperion, with 
Rodion Shchedrin’s Piano Con¬ 
certo No. 2 as filler) predictably 
accents the fun-filled, look-Ma- 
no-worries side of both concertos, 
while hardly overlooking their in¬ 
trospective moments. In a fqjjci- 
tous bit of synchronicity, the 1958 
recordings with the composer at 
the piano and one of the most se¬ 
riously underrated of late con¬ 
ductors, Andre Cluytens, ap¬ 
peared in EMI’s vamped-up Great 
Recordings of the Century series 
(filled out with the Three Fantas¬ 
tic Dances, Op. 5, and five of the 
towering preludes and fugues 
from Op. 87). 

Composed in the final days of 
Shostakovich’s artistic freedom, 
while the premiere of his opera 
Lady Macbeth of Mtsensk District 
was in preparation and rehearsal, 
the C-minor Piano Concerto No. 

1 (1933) feels like the work of 
someone who just got a big mon¬ 
key off his back and still has the 
energy to crow a little. (Little did 
he know that crow was soon to be 
his diet.) Originally planned for 
trumpet, it rightly keeps its brass 
colleague in the title, Concerto for 
Piano, Trumpet, and String Or¬ 
chestra. The trumpet plays sec¬ 
ond, er, place to the piano in the 
final version, but its tangy contri¬ 
butions are among the concerto’s 
most inspired moments. 

Hamelin lays claim to the piece 
from the piano’s entrance on a 
glistening ascending scale. It’s 
gratifying to encounter his deep 
musicality in music that, while 
brilliant, is not the “impossible” 
fare that is his trademark. He 
channels that extroverted side of 
his performing nature into the 
piece’s jazzy, cheeky, almost flirta¬ 
tious gestures. 

Gratefully, Hamelin doesn’t 
lose the dance mood even in the 
forlorn waltz that marks the con¬ 
certo’s middle movement. He 
wraps the Lento in a cloak of 
tasteful, enticing sadness that feels 
perfectly weighted. It’s the 
Mahlerian yearning of 
Shostakovich the movie-score 
composer (with heart-rending 
pages for the trumpet), not the 
unrelenting despair to come. 

The Second Concerto, Op. 102 
in F Major, written in 1957 for his 
son Maxim, is sassier yet. The 
perky, snide little march with 
which it begins (with single notes 
for the piano) soon gives way to 
grand, outsized musical gestures 
all around. The music mostly gal¬ 
lops through the outer move¬ 
ments, but stops for a mildly in¬ 
decent little sashay at times. The 
piano part is big-boned in the way 
Hamelin likes, full of opportuni¬ 
ties to show off, all of them seized 
here without unseemly banging. 


By 1957, there’s greater sadness 
in the central Andante, and near 
reticence from the piano. The 
piano line is as indecently beautiful 
as anything in Rachmaninov, and 
*its failure to appear in every 10th 
movie you see merely testifies to 
the slender grasp these wonderful 
pieces still have on the repertoire. 
It oozes simplicity remembered. 

The partnership between 
Hamelin and the BBC Scottish 
Symphony Orchestra under An¬ 
drew Litton is imbued with a pal¬ 
pable sense of mutual push and 
pull, and joyous collaboration. Even 
so, it’s not enough to persuade me 
that Shchedrin’s Second Concerto 
(1966) warrants artistry this fine, al¬ 
though technically it requires it. 

Hiss story 

Even the superb remastering 
that characterizes EMI’s Great 
Recordings cannot scrub the hiss 
and harsh acoustics off the com¬ 
poser’s own 1958 performances, 
which adds rather than detracts 


from the feeling of rightness 
about them. Recorded in Paris, 
they exhale Soviet smoke, and, for 
those of us of a certain age, that 
sound of great music pressed on 
what seems likely as not to have 
been melted-down helmet-strap 
plastic has its appeal. 

Shostakovich, a brilliant pi¬ 
anist by any reckoning, was be¬ 
ginning to have the mysterious 
problems with his right hand at 
the time these recordings were 
made, but the sheer authority he 
brings to the music more than 
compensates any diminution of 
power. Predictably, he halves the 
sentimentality in the slow move¬ 
ments. That sad-isfaction guaran¬ 
teed you want from Shostakovich 
infuses these interpretations. 

As much as the Three Fantastic 
Dances are throwaways, the five pre¬ 
ludes and fugues (Nos. 1,4,5,23 & 
24) are treasures. The first disso¬ 
nance in the C-Major Prelude seems 
more startling than ever. The D- 
minor set towers over everything. T

es, 1 know it’s disconcerting 
that there’s an apostrophe 
missing in Titan’s titling of 
Mens Room - Bakersfield Station. 
You’re just going to have to accept 
it. At any rate, with the near-si¬ 
multaneous release of Mens Room 
and the MSR feature Truck Stop on 
1-95, director Joe Gage can finally 
give a rest to his life-long obsession 
with the frequent homosexualities 
of straight men, especially those 
who frequent rest stops. Where 
Truck Stop is just another poke 
through the glory hole of 
straighter-than-thou dudes getting 
it on, Mens Room is the culminat¬ 
ing event. I can’t imagine a Gage 
movie getting better than this. Or a 
Gage character coming to a more 
final, and positive, resolution of his 
restless quest for identity. 

The Bijou catalogue once nice¬ 
ly summarized that character: 
“The Gage man doesn’t have a gay 
lifestyle, but... expects his buddies 
to give him an understanding 
hand.” As well as a mouth and an 
asshole. But Gage’s straight-acting 
dude (“I’m not gay, I just like 
sex with guys”) needs fre¬ 
quent masculinity-boost- 
ers. In several movies, the 
guy has (brief) sex with 
a woman. Most of the 
time, though, he’s look¬ 
ing at tittie magazines. 

In Truck Stop, copies of 
Jugs get the 
action 
going. 

There’s 

something really outdated about 
this identity. These days, 3 bi dude 
would launch into guy-on-guy 
without the het props, as demon¬ 
strated so confidently in Mens 
Room. 

But let’s take in Truck Stop first. 
The entire movie takes place in a 
trucker’s bunkhouse outside Gulf¬ 
port, Mississippi. Why that exotic 
location? Doesn’t get much more 
blue-collar, does it, than the Red¬ 
neck Riviera of Gulfport, Missis¬ 
sippi. Gage has been exalting the 
rather mythological trucker’s 
bunkhouse since his very first 
movie, Kansas City Trucking Co. 
Variations on the theme were 
rung in Handsome and Heat¬ 
stroke, and the cloistered ware¬ 
house of Closed Set could be seen 
as the ultimate bunkhouse. 


Well. Billy Wild arrives at the 
trucker’s quarters near Gulfport 
just in time to watch a couple guys 
finish getting each other off. One 
of them suggests Billy check out 
the basement. Downstairs, Billy 
peers through a grapefruit-sized 
glory hole in the door to one of 
the private (!) 
bunkrooms, and 
watches two guys get 
it on. Then he sucks 
off both of them 
through the hole. 
Ambling back up¬ 
stairs, he finds four 
guys working each other 
over, and 
makes it a 
five-way, 
before set¬ 
tling down for the finale, in which 
he tops a beautifully-cocked Ger¬ 
man guy. Then he goes on his way. 

Chin straps 

Sure, I liked lots of little things 
about Truck Stop: the cum hang¬ 
ing off Billy’s chin at the glory 
hole; the intriguing presence of 
German lad Adam Gabriel, 
whose handsome cock actually 
makes Billy gag; and the enthusi¬ 
asm of Dylan West, banging his 
big-knobbed dick all about. At 
first glance, you’d think this was a 
perfectly acceptable movie. But, 
c’mon — Gage has been making 
this movie all his life. After so 
much rehearsal, why should this 
telling be so riddled with hap- 
hazardries? For instance, the 
door to the bunkhouse. It’s solid 


metal. No doorknob. Not even a 
buzzer. I don’t know how Billy 
gets inside, unless he turned to 
vapor and wafted underneath. 
Which clever location scout 
chose this door that’s not a door 
at all? And Billy’s not even a 
trucker. Isn’t there some sort of 
admission check? Can anybody 
just walk in? 

Although the cast is attractive, 
refreshingly new, and frequently 
hairy-chested, only one of them 
looks anything like any trucker 
I’ve ever seen. (I learned all about 
them from watching early Gage 
Brothers movies; they look like 
Jack Wrangler and Richard 
Locke.) Why is one of the scenes 
filmed in a blue-tinged black & 
white? Then there’s the editing, 
most of which is clumsily accom¬ 
plished by cutaways, disrupting 
the sex with plot elements, and 
unhinging its continuity. The dy¬ 
namic of the action, the locked 
eyes and slowly building sexual 
tension, has always been a Gage 
specialty, and it’s undermined by 
these cutaways. 

I finally felt as if I weren’t even 
seeing that much actual sex. Ex¬ 
cept for an exciting Reverse Cow¬ 
boy in the opening number, many 
scenes’ culminating acts seem 
truncated. Ultimately, what Truck 
Stop on 1-95 needed to fulfill the 
director’s vision was a lot more 
craft and at least another half- 
hour. Both time and craft are lav¬ 
ished upon Mens Room, which 
will be next week’s hot topic.

our eyes. Sam is the kind of kid 
who chews an entire pack of gum 
at once, but if he likes you, he’ll 
cut you a piece of it. Mean Creek 
marks the first star-turn for this 
third talented member of Ameri¬ 
ca’s adolescent Barrymores. Less 
incendiary in the looks depart¬ 
ment than Macaulay or Kieran, 
Rory becomes the audience’s rep¬ 
resentative and the film’s only 
credible authority figure. Later, 
Sam will turn to his first girl¬ 
friend, Millie (Carly Schroeder), 
and proclaim an ironic nostalgia 
for their recently lost innocence. 
“When we graduate high school 
to become doctors and lawyers, 
what do you think it will be like?” 

The action begins when Sam 
messes with a videocamera 
George has set up to record him¬ 
self shooting baskets. One of the 
smartest choices writer/director 
Estes makes is to have George 
compulsively videotape himself, 
as if this perplexing, volatile, trou¬ 
bled character were as puzzled as 
everybody else as to. why he be¬ 
haves the way he does. In this in¬ 
stance, George completely loses it, 
giving Sam a beating. In the next 
scene, Sam is holding a bag of 
frozen veggies over his right eye as 
he’s consoled by his older broth¬ 
er, Rocky (Trevor Morgan). 

Swift boat 

Rocky loves Sam, but thinks he’s 
turning into a self-righteous little 
wuss. “He’s a little Gandhi, he’s a 
fucking white Martin Luther King.” 
As much to teach Sam a lesson in 
standing up for himself as to pun¬ 
ish George, Rocky organizes a boat¬ 
ing trip, inviting George along to 
celebrate Sam’s birthday. George, 
desperate to be accepted into the 
fellowship of cool guys represented 
by Rocky, accepts, and the wheels 
of this story are in motion. 


If the kids of Mean Creek 
weren’t united against George, 
they’d be at each other’s throats, 
which they are anyway. Clyde 
(Ryan Kelly) is not gay, but has 
two gay dads. Clyde is gay dad- 
bashed, if you will, by Marty (Scott 
Mechlowicz), a sexy, loose cannon 
about to transition from a trou¬ 
bled teen to a criminal adult. Au¬ 
diences may recall Mechlowicz in 
a radically different context in 
Euro Trip. Here he walks the fine 
line between sexual boasting and 
insecurity. Estes’ witty script even 
•provides the screen’s first gay dad 
gourmet-cooking joke. 

From Andy Hardy to the Par¬ 
tridge Family, the rites of passage 
for young Americans were usually 
guided by wiser adults: fathers and 
mothers, or at least father and 
mother figures. Even our classic 
rebel Huck Finn had Jim, a slave 
but also a wise adult, to be his 
moral compass down the Missis¬ 
sippi. In the ’80s, John Hughes’ 
popular teen-buddy films, from 
The Breakfast Club through Ferris 
Bueller, made parental figures in¬ 
creasingly dispensable. With Larry 
Clark, a generation of virtually feral 
youth appeared, who were screw¬ 
ing their brains out under the guid¬ 
ance of St. Genet. In Mean Creek, I 
counted only one reference to par¬ 
ents: when a character, looking for 
wheels to the creek, asks, “Does 
your mom need a car Saturday?” 

“The only thing my mom 
needs on Saturday is Valium.” 

Filmmaker Estes is the anti- 
Larry Clark. His teens are clean, if 
not squeaky clean. Perhaps the 
very white-bread-vs.-white-trash 
nature of these kids makes it all 
the more disturbing when their 
plans take them down a dark 
path. Post-Columbine industry 
jitters caused a seven-year time lag 
in this powerful film’s passage 
from script to screen. Appear¬ 
ances and some New York critics 
to the contrary, this is no after¬ 
school special. Opens Friday. ▼
